These statistics might indicate some 
such fluctuation in the menhaden fish- 
ery for, to go back to 1873, which is the 
earliest record available, we find that 
the catch was small. In 1878 to 1880 it 
was large; small in 1881; large in 1883 
and 1884; small in 1885, 1886, 1887; large 
from 1888 to 1890. After this it went 
down, rising again from 1894 to 1898. 
1903 was a good year, while 1906 and 
1907 were very poor, and 1912 was the 
best year in the history of the industry. 

Weather conditions, particularly the 
temperature of the water, is said to in- 
fluence the run of menhaden, and for 
this reason the fluctuations in any one 
locality appear much more variable 
than the fluctuations of the fishing as a 
whole. The menhaden is a migratory 
fish, and water temperatures may tend 
to alter the times and courses of these 
migrations. 

As the result of the poor season three 
factories were obliged to go out of 
business, and there are very few plants 
were able to realize enough on 
the season’s business to cover their 
operating expenses. 

The price for crude menhaden oil at 
the opening of the season was on the 
basis of 31% cents per gallon f. o. b. 
Baltimore, but owing to the scarcity 
the price advanced steadily to 46 cents. 
The highest record, however, was 474% 
cents, which was reached in November, 
1910, when, with a relatively light yield, 
the market was influenced by the high 
price of competing oils, linseed oil at 
that time selling at $1 a gallon. Twen- 
ty-one and a half cents was the low 
price, and this prevailed in 1912, and 
was due to the record output of 146,000 
barrels that year. 

With the exception of the factories 
located in North Carolina, Florida and 
Texas, al] of the menhaden plants have 
now been closed. Members of the trade 
are hoping for better success next year, 
when they figure that a big catch is 
due. Who can tell?

STRINGENCY IN MANY OF THE 
ACIDS. 


Almost every day brings fresh indi- 
cations of the sericus effects of the 
stringency of available supplies of the 
more important acids upon the various 
trades. ‘Ihe restriction is 
most keenly felt in sulphuric and 
nitric acids, on both of which many 
leading producers of the country have 
practically withdrawn from the open 
market, declining to commit them- 
selves for general requirements over 
the balance of this year or during 1916. 
The heavy extent of their forward 
bookings has left manufacturers in a 
position where additional engagements 
might cause them embarrassment, and 
while it is announced that considera- 
tion will be given to regular buyers 
for their own consumption, terms and 
conditions being wholly peculiar to the 
individual interest, the casual but none 
the less dependent purchaser or con- 
sumer must take his chances of obtain- 
ing supplies in the open market, with 
the probability of success heavily 
against him. While the customary 
needs are believed to have been cov- 
ered with reasonable foresight on cur- 
rent year contracts for nitric and sul- 
phuric acids, the heavy expansion of 
consumption both in old and new fields 
has upset the normal expectations of 
buyers, a number of whom: have been 
forced into the open market to meet 
the uncovered quantities. 

So far as nitric acid is concerned, 
the unprotected buyer has seemingly 
nothing more substantial than hope for 
prospective supplies. Makers declare 
they are not in a position to consider 
new business at this time, and second 
hands are an equally negligible factor. 

A large part of the normal use of

Glacial acetic acid is prac- 
tically unobtainable for spot require- 
ments, as a large proportion of these 
stocks has been taken or booked for 
export, and late inquiries for further 
shipments have had to remain unsat- 
isfied. This variety is used in the color 
and celluloid industries and has an out- 
let in the manufacture of some of the 
high grade drug specialties. Glacial 
acid is quoted nominally at 35 cents, as 
against 7% cents at this time last year. 
For 28 per cent. comparative quota- 
tions are 3%@4% cents and 1%@2 cents. 

With the broadening in consumption 
of other acids during the last year, 
muriatic has kept steady pace, the tex- 
tile, chemical, metallurgical and color 
fields representing the principal out- 
lets.

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GASOLINE’S BUOYANT COURSE. 


The realization of a 20-cent bulk basis 
in the local gasoline schedule last 
Thursday not only marks the high rec- 
ord of the industry, but signifies an ap- 
preciation of eight cents since the up- 
ward turn on July 27.

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THE REAL PROBLEMS OF DYE- 
STUFF AND POTASH RELIEF. 


Prospective relief from the tighten- 
ing stringency of the country’s sup- 
plies of German dyestuffs and potash 
has become the occasion for 
daily publication in one form 
other in the lay press spreading much 
conflicting and misleading information 
and raising hopes which are not pre- 
sumably within ready realization. The 
reports lately in circulation on this 
subject and the relative positions and 
prospective policies of Great Britain 
and Germany with respect to dyestuff 
and potash matters have been pro- 
nounced by the foreign trade advisers 
in the State Department at Washing- 
ton as being purely speculative and un- 
warranted by any recent information 
conveyed to that department either by 
British or German government au- 
thorities. 

The authorities have expressed them- 
selves to the effect that they enter- 
tain the belief that no difficulty would 
be experienced in the movement of 
dyestuffs, far as Great Britain is 
concerned, if Germany could be in- 
duced to permit the movement of dye-, 
stuffs out of German ports. Great 
Britain has made some conditions 
with respect to movement of German 
dyes to the United States which are 
not yet known to Washington officials. 
It is not believed these conditions will 
be insurmountable, as Great Britain 
has been willing all along to allow the 
movement ta@ our ports of such prod- 
ucts as are absolutely necessary to 
American industries under conditions 
as to receipt, non-exportation, etc. 

Germany, however, still stands by 
the declaration made several months 
ago to the effect that no dyestuffs will 
be liberated except in exchange for 
raw cotton and other commodities of 
which the country is said to be in 
dire need. Here lies the real crux of 
the question, since Great Britain has 
stamped its most emphatic denial of 
such an arrangement, striking so 
vitally at her blockade policy, and in 
this respect the late reported develop- 
ments do not admit of a more hopeful 
construction. Germany’s disposition is 
manifestly to induce the United States 
to prevail upon Great Britain to 
allow raw cotton and the other de- 
sired commodities to enter German 
ports, but the question as how to meet 
the requirements of Germany in the 
face of Great Britain standing out 
against the things which Germany 
wants going from this country to Ger- 
many does not seemingly offer a basis 
for early solution. 

The situation with respect to potash 
as has been explained by depart- 
ment officials at Washington, really 
more acute than that as to dyestuffs. 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, a 
member of the Committee on Agricul- 
ture in the House, has taken up the

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Pennsylvania Paint Law Rulings. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Harrisburg, Pa., Dec. 9, 1915. 
Important rulings on the administration 





of the new paint act passed by the last 
Legisiature, which became effective De- 
cember 1, have been announced by 
Charles FE. Patton, the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture. The rulings cover points not 
specifically settled by the act itself. Sec- 
retary Patton prepared the rulings and 
submitted them to the attorney general's 
department, being advised later by the 
lawyers that they meet the points at 
issue. Other rulings will be made as oc- 
casion may arise.

in carrying out the provisions of the paint 
law, we desire to call your attention to the 
foilowing: 

The law: prohibits the labeling of paints 
painting materials, putty or turpentine in any 
manner so as to deceive the purchaser 

Combination, extended or reduced leads 
Where the percentage of white lead in such 
compounds is 50 per cent. or more, the term 
‘“‘lead’’ may be retained on the labels, provided 
the word ‘‘compound” in sufficiently conspicu- 
ous type liately follows the title. Stock 
on hand ady labeled without this word- 
ing may be taken care of by affixing a 
sticker bearing the word ‘‘compound’’ or by 
the use of a rubber stamp bearing this word 
or a sticker or rubber stamp may be placed 
on the label immediately after the title in 
sufficiently conspicuous sized type to show 
the contents is a ‘‘compound’’ in order to 
remove any chance of deception. 

Combination, extended or reduced leads con- 
taining less than 50 per cent. of white lead 
must not be designated by the use of the 
word ‘‘compound’’ on the label. In such cases 
the product may be labeled ‘‘Royal White’’ 
and the wording ‘‘Royal White Lead Com- 
pound’’ cannot be used. 

Combination, extended or reduced zinecs:—In

these products the name or title ‘‘Zinc White’ 
may be retained if it is followed bv the word 
“compound’’ in conspicuous type. Stock on 
hand already labeled may be taken care of by 
affixing a sticker bearing the word ‘‘com- 
pound’’ or by the use of a rubber stamp bear- 
ing this word, as in the case of reduced leads, 





in such manner as to remove any possibility 
of deception. 

Colors in oil which have been reduced or 
extended:—Such colors as are reduced by the 
addition of inert extenders may be labeled 
with their present titles if the word ‘‘com- 
pound’’ be added to the title in conspicuous 
type. Stock on hand already labeled may be 
taken care of by affixing a sticker bearing 
the word ‘‘compound’’ or by the use of a rub- 
ber stamp bearing this word, either sticker 
or rubber stamp being placed on the labels 
immediately following the title In such a man 
ner as to remove any possibility of deception 

In the case of natural or chemical colors 
where the inert material or other foreign sub 
stance is a natural part of the product itself 
the word ‘“‘compound”’ need not be added to 
the name or title. 


Other specific items to which the law applies 
will be considered by the department from time 
to time as they 


arise. 











In the absence of statutory definitions or 
standards for turpentine and putty, the di 
tionary definitions and the common accepted 
names for the e by other authors will be 
considered as applying to these materials. 

Manufacturers, as they prepare new labels 
in accordance with the above specifications 
will greatly assist the department if they will 
file with the chief cher t at Harrisburg 4 
copy of every such label in all sizes In 
ease the department finds such labels to be 
not in accordance with the above specifications 
and the spirit of the law, the matter will be 
taken up directly with the manufacturers as 


soon as possible.

Sec. 3. The label required by this act shall 
clearly and distinctly state the name and resi- 
dence of manufacturer of the paint, or of the 
distributor thereof, or of the party for whom 
the same is manufactured. Such label shall 
be printed in plain legible type, and, so far 
as possible, common English words shall be 
used instead of technical terms. 

Sec. 4. The label on all liquid or mixed 
paint shall show the net measure of the con 
tents of the container, and, on all paste and 
semi-paste paint sold by weight, the net 
weight of the contents of the package, or, if 
sold by the measure, the net measure of such 
contents. 

Sec. 5. The provisions of this act shall not 
apply to any articles hereinbefore described 
which are in this State, in the hands of the 


jobbers and dealers at the time this act takes 
effect. 

Sec. 6. The having in possession, by any 
person, firm or corporation dealing therein, of 
any of the articles hereinbefore described, and 
improperly marked or not correctly labeled, as 
provided in this act, shall be considered prima 
facie evidence that the same are kept by such 





person, firm or corporation in violation of the 
provisions of this act. 
Sec. 7. For the purposes of this act, an ar- 


ticle shall be deemed to be 
or misbranded:—(1) If it be an imitation of, 
or offered for sale under, the name of another 
article.

Arivices that have been received here 
show that more than fifty carloads. of 
peanut oil have been manufactured in 
Texas and shipped to market this sea- 
son and that some of the mills are still 
running. Each ton of peanuts yield from 
fifty to sixty gallons of oil. The peanut- 
cake that is obtained when the oil is re- 
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moved is regarded as having superior 
stock-feeding qualities to that of cotfon- 
seed cake, 





National Drug Trade Conference. 
HARRISON LAW FEATURE OF CONSID- 
ERATION AT WASHINGTON 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Dec. 10, 1915 


When the delegates to the National 
Drug Trade Conference assemble here 
mext week, they will find, in connection 
with their consideration of the Harrison 
anti-narcotic law, to which they have 
given much attention in recent years, 


particularly in connection with the fram- 
ing and passage of the law, many 
tions arising as to the details of the law 
and its operations. Of course, the dele- 
gates to this conference are interested 
in all legislative questions pertaining to 
the drug and allied trades, and 
that are pending with reference to the 
operations of the Sherley amendment to 
the food and drugs law and kindred 
questions doubtless will occupy some of 
the time of the conference. 

With reference to the Harrison 
the principal issues striking at the vital- 
ity of the law are now before the United 
States Supreme Court in an appeal from 
a decision of the Federal Court in Pitts- 
burgh, which brings up for consideration 
by the high court the question as to the 
scope of the law in its application to 
persons who are not registered In addi- 
tion to this case, there are a number 
of rulings by the Treasury Department, 
brought out by the officials of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau who are charged 
with the duty of enforcing the law, and 
which have created more or less dis- 
sension among physicians and druggists. 

It will be recalled that a week ago the 
question was raised in a conference here 
whether the refilling of prescriptions con-

he has not yet passed upon the question 
raised by law officers of his bureau that 
whiie prescriptions are required to be 
registered the sales of preparations and 
remedies containing the minimum quan- 
tities of the prohibited drugs mentioned 
in section 6 of the law are not required 
to be registered. The question raised by 
the under officers of the department is 
whether there is any authority in the law

the presence of other ingredients in the 
compounds Moreover, it is said that 


even prescriptions of minimum quantities 
of the drugs if separately taken and if 
authority is given for refilling, the drug 
addicts would be able to obtain practical- 
ly unlimited quantities of the drugs in 
this manner. In other words, the claim 
is made that there is a striking difference 
between the minimum quantities in a 
compound and the minimum quantities 
which might be prescribed by a physician 
independent of other ingredients. This 
quesiion is also met by strong arguments 
on the part of those who are asking that 
the exemptions contained in section 6 of 
the law shall be stricken out, and that 
records be kept of all quantities of the 
inhibited drugs, no matter in what form 
they are sold.

Attention has been 
ealled also to the rather remarkable in- 


crease in importations of these drugs, 
and also the accompanying facts regard- 





ing the increases in exportations. It is 
claimed that both these increases are 
due to the conditions arising on account 
of the European war, which has necessi- 
tated the buying of large quantities of 
narcotic drugs for hospital uses by the 
warring powers. Inability of the allied 
governments to buy from the former 
large exporters of these drugs, namely, 
the manufacturing chemists of Germany 
and Austria, has turned the demands for 
these narcotics to the markets of the 


United States. Several of the large man- 
ufacturing druggists of this country 
have filled enormous orders for hospital 


supplies containing greater or less quan- 
tities of opium, cocaine, etc. 
Perhaps ome of the best evidences of 


the successful operations of the Harrison

law are the appeals constantly coming to 
the Treasury Department from persons 
who had become addicted to the use of 
these habit-forming drugs before the law 
was passed. These appeals are many of 
them pitiful in the extreme, with threats 


of suicide unless some way is opened by 
the government for supplying the neces- 
sary drugs to those who are in great need 


because 


of them of their existing habits. 
In addition to the correspondence which 


the department has with officials in all 
parts of the country showing the opera- 
tions of the law, the reports from field 
officers showing seizures of the prohib- 
ited drugs indicate effective work in 
checking the illegitimate trade in these 
drugs. The largest single seizure made 


by the government officials since the law 
became effective was the equivalent of 
about %,900 doses of cocaine and some 
30,000 heroin tablets. 

It is estimated that in the four months 
since the law became effective fully 5,000 
cases of alleged violations received the 
attention of the government officials, but 


the great majority of these cases were 
simply ‘“‘suspects’’ or cases which after- 
wards were properly explained. In more 


than 75 per cent. of the cases brought 
to trial the government has been success- 
ful in proving illegal possession of the 
drugs or infraction of the law by phar- 
macists, physicians or other dispensers. 
The records show two or three cases 


wherein physicians have received the full 
penalties of the law, namely, fine and im- 
prisonment, for violating the provisions 
of the measure in placing the prohibited 
drugs unlawfully in the hands of illegal 
spensers, or what are termed ‘boot-

drugs, and in some of the reports of field

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Proposed Gasoline Tax Opposition. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Dec. 10, 1915. 

The of the proposed taxes on 
kerosene, gasoline and motor oils, as well 
oil motors, is certain to attract con- 
tinued interest until the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House and the Finance 
Committee of the Senate shall declare 
their purposes with respect to these 
forms of taxation suggested by Secretary 
McAdoo of the Treasury Department. It 
is recognized by members of both par- 
ties in Congress that increased taxation 
along various lines certainly must be 
provided by this Congress if the Wilson 
administration is to meet the present 
conditions of the Treasury deficit and 
make any allowances for increased army 
and navy expenditures. 

Already it is disclosed in comments of 
members of both committees of Congress 
that there are widely differing views as 
to the best methods of taxation to be 
adopted in the increases called for. There

ther burdens upon this industry. Com- 
ment is also made upon the protests 
coming from farmers who utilize various 
oil motors in the conduct of their opera- 
tions. One of the most vigorous expres- 
sions antagonistic to the gasoline tax 
that has been made here is by Senator 
McCumber of North Dakota, a member 
of the Republican mimority of the Senate 
Finance Committee. 

It will be remembered that the Senate 
Finance Committee in the last Congress 
rejected the gasoline tax, and it is certain 
that if other means for raising revenue 
can be devised by that committee amy 
suggestions with reference to the tax on 
these oils will be resisted by that com- 
mittee. 





Canadian Tanning Materials Imports,

Toronto, Canada, Dec. 6, 1915. 


Canada is commencing to import tan- 


ning materials via the United States 
from tife Straits Settlements. The gov- 
ernment announces that arrangements 


permitting this trade have been com- 
pleted by the Department of Trade and 
Commerce. Exports are to be made on 
guarantee by the importing company that 
the materials exported to Canada, 
whether direct or via the United States, 
are for use exclusively for consumption 
in Canada. Certain importers in the 
United States have already signed the 
necessary guarantee, which prescribes 
the conditions on which licenses ‘are 
granted for the exportation of tanning 
materials from the Straits Settlements to 
United States ports. The names of these 
importers are being forwarded to Cana- 
dian tanning firms on application to the 
Commissioner of Commerce.

Saturday Noon, Dec. 11, 1915. 


The week wag rather uneventful in 
the market for paint materials. The 
position of the pigments is unchanged, 
which means that there is a very lim- 
ited supply of zinc oxide and lithopone 
on spot. Spelter has been a little easier, 
but this was without effect in the mar- 
ket for the zinc pigments. White lead 
and 


the other lead pigments were 
steady at former levels. Naphthas were 
among the materials which went to 
higher figures, and some of the oils 
used in the paint trade also were 
marked up in price. There is only a 
small amount of China wood oil on 


spot, and shipments have not been com- 


ing to hand in a regular way. Soya 
bean oil likewise is firmer, and, in fact, 
all the Far East materials are firm, 


owing to complications in the shipping 
situation. The color market fails to 
improve, and many selections are little 
better than nominal in price. Linseed 
oil has held about steady through the 
week, but there is a difference in prices 


according to seller. Spirits of turpen- 
tine closed lower than a week ago, 
largely due to dull demand. Favor- 
able reports are heard in the building 
trades, and this is taken as a sign that 
consumption of paint materials has 
been increased, and this is borne out 
by reports from some manufacturing 
companies, which state that sales in 


recent months have been of record pro- 
portions. Some arrivals of chalk have 
been noted recently at the local port, 
and serve to relieve the stringency in 
this material, but imports are not large 
enough to take care of consuming 
needs, and sellers of whiting are going 
ahead slowly in booking contracts for 
next year. A review of the linseed oil 
and naval stores markets will be found 


on pages 21 and 23, respectively. On 
page 12 there is a complete report on 
the flaxseed situation. A report on 
alcohol will be found under the drug 
market. Comment on the important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 
LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 


PIG LEAD.—The pig lead market re- 
cords another week with no changes in 


the quoted price. Second hands at 
times were cutting prices, but the open 
quotation was maintained at 5.25c. per 
pound throughout the week. St. Louis 
reports the market quiet at 5.15c. per 
pound. Lead ore at Joplin is $70@73 
per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 


ATE).—Corroders are holding prices for 
basic carbonate at unchanged levels, 
and report a seasonable demand for 
supplies. The metal market is the most 
important factor in fixing prices for 
the products, and as the former was 
unchanged this week, it was natural 
to look for no variations in white lead. 
Dry white lead is quoted at 6%4c. per 
pound and white lead in oil at 7c. 
per pound. These figures refer to round 
lots, and small lot buyers cannot do 
business except at higher prices. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
As in the of basic carbonate 
ihere was no change in the price of 
basic sulphate this week. The quota- 
tion of 6c. per I1b., which has prevailed 
for some time, is repeated by leading 
sellers and they report a normal busi- 


case 


ness at that price. Some jobbing de- 
mand also is reported and the usual 
distinction according to quantity is 


observed. 

RED LEAD.—Red lead in oil is meet- 
ing with a good call from the various 
consuming trades, with prices fixed ac- 
cording to quantity. The inside quota- 
tion, which applies to large lots, is 8c. 


per lb., and the quotation ranges up- 
wards according as the quantity be- 


comes smaller. In addition to demand 
from the manufacturing trades, there 
is said to have been a steady call for 
jobbing lots of red lead in oil all 
through the past Season. Dry red lead 
is without new feature and is quoted 
at 7'4c. per lb. and upwards. 

LITHARGE.—The market for lith- 
arge is about normal with some trades 
showing good interest. The oil trade 
is reported to have increased its re- 
quirements for litharge, which is used 
refining agent. The glass trade 
also is reported aS an active consumer 
of litharge. Prices are holding steady 
at 6%4c. per Ib. 

‘ORANGE MINERAL. — Contract 
deliveries are said to be holding up to 


4s a 


standards of previous and some re- 
ports say that domestic grades have 


sold more freely owing to smaller of- 
ferings of imported grades. Sellers are 
repeating prices at 9c. per pound. The 
market this week was without feature, 
either in the way of price fluctuations, 
or of activity. 

SPELTER.—Quotations for  spelter 
were lowered during the interval and 
at the colse of the week, the price for 
was given at 1514@15%c. per Ib. 
Foreign markets also are lower and no 
doubt had considerable influence on do- 
mestic prices. Demand for spelter is 
not active, and is especially quiet for 


spot 


forward positions. St. Louis quotes 
the spelier market at 15%c. per pound, 


and zinc ore at Joplin is held at 
$80@105 per ton. 


ZINCS.—No further details were ob- 
tainable this week regarding the plac- 
ing on the market of a French pigment 
which has zine as a base, but steps 
are being taken to bring in small 
amounts as samples and no doubt the 


import in a commercial way will de- 
pend upon the impression created by 
the samples. Domestic zine oxide is 
very scarce on spot, but leading sell- 
ers say that any offerings they are 
able to make will be at the levels 
which <¢~re quoted for contracts for 
next year. This distinguishes between 
the offess ‘on American process and 


French »rocess as the latter are held 
at 30@31:. per pound for prompt ship- 
ment, while the contract prices for 
next year are much lower. This is ex- 
plained by the announcement that 
contract prices for American process 
zines were to take effect immediately 
and thcse of French process zincs 
were not to be operative until the first 
of the year. 
DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS, 

Sellers of lampblack sa ythat offer- 
ings are being firmly held at the high- 
er levels recently reported and that the 
position of raw materials is against 
any decline from the present asking 
prices. (luotations are fixed on a qual- 
ity basis with 54@l5c. per pound rep- 
resenting’ the prices. Carbon gas blacks 
are holding at 5%@7c. per pound for 
good grzdes. Mineral blacks show no 
change und are offered at $18@25 per 
ton. 

BLUES. 

The potash blues are going from bad 
to worse as the position of muriate of 
potash i3 reflected in the market for 
prussiates, and the latter have gone up 


in price this week. Small lots of 
Prussian blues were reported to have 
sold at £1.50 per pound, but the price 


is not an open one and it is stated that 
sellers ace now asking more for their 
offerings. What, is true of Prussian 
blue applies to such seelctions as celes- 
tial milcri and Chinese blues. Ultra- 
marine blues are firm, especially the 
better grades, and sellers quote 4@15c. 
per pound, according to grade. 


BROWNS. 
A quiet week is reported for the se- 
lections of this market. Domestic 


grades of sienna are moving normally 
into consumption with values holding 
at 24,@3c. per pound. Foreign grades 
are in limited supply and are firm in 
price wih the question of transporta- 
tion as a market factor. Prices are 
given at 5@7c. per pound. 


GREENS. 


Bluestone was marked up in price 
this wee< and sellers of paris green re- 
port a firm market for that product. 
Demand for green is not active as this 
is not a period when consumers are in 
the market to any extent, but some 
inquiry is heard for contracts and sell- 
lers are not making any open figure. 
The spot market also is largely nominal 
as producing costs are much above 
what they were when last year’s con- 
tract prices were established. Chrome 
green is reported to be in limited sup- 
ply and quotations are up to 30c. per 
pound with some special shades at 40c. 
per pound. This color also is affected 
by the p)dsition of raw materials which 
adds to the cost of turning out the 
finished color. Grinders are quoted at 
18@20c. per pound. Jobbing green of 
g0od qualities is held at 10@l4c. per 
pound,

Oleomargarine and Harrison Law 


Changes Proposed in Secretary 
McAdoo’s Report. 


WOULD IMPOSE FLAT RATE ON 
MARGARINE REGARDLESS OF 
AND REPEAL EXEMPTED MINIMUM 
QUANTITIES SECTION OF NARCOTIC

Washington, Dec. 10, 1915. 


The report of Secretary McAdoo, of the 
Treasury Department, gives approval to 
a number of suggestions and recom- 
mendations by the Internal Revenue offi- 
cials with respect to the oleomargarine 
law, the narcotic law and other laws, the 
operations of which come directly under 
the control of the Internal Revenue 
branch of the Treasury. The _ points 
raised by Commissioner Osborne and his 
associates of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau are indorsed in detail with refer- 
ence to these various laws. In regard to 
oleomargarine some changes in the law 
are suggested intended to prevent double 
taxation and a flat rate without regard 
to the color of the product. As to the 
narcotic law, important suggestions as 
to ainendments are made, especially 
some additions to the drugs and the re- 
peal of section six, containing the ex- 
empted minimum quantities. In regard 
to the emergency revenue law, Secretary 
McAdoo gives no intimation that any 
items in this law are to be omitted, but 
suggests some changes in the interests 
of clarifying the act

enue of $1,695,000, and also mentioning 
the action of the government to recover 
nearly $20,000,000 from alleged fraudulent 
dealings in oleomargarine, the secretary 
makes the following recommendation 

to changes in the law:— 


Notwithstanding these results growing out of 
the thorough and sweeping investigations and 
vigorous efforts to enforce the law, it only em- 
phasizes the incentive to fraud under the pres- 
ent oleomargarine statutes, and the need of 
amendatory legislation to correct these faults 
and at the same time afford adequate protec- 
tion to the revenues and to the public. 

It is again recommended that the present law 
be amended by repea'ing those provisions im- 
posing a double rate of tax on the product and 
special taxes on dealers, and substituting 
therefor a flat rate per pound and single rates 
of special taxes upon wholesale and retail 
dealers, with provision for individual or orig- 
inal packages of certain sizes fixed by the 
law, each of which shall bear the tax-paid 
stamps, marks and brands so as to clearly 
identify the character of the product to the 
purchaser.

Under such a law imposing a flat rate of 2 or 
cents per pound, and special taxes of $240 
and $24 per annum upon wholesale and retail 
dealers, respectively, without regard to the 


eolor of the product, 


it is estimated, upon the 
basis of production 


for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1915, that the total collections would 
amount to from $4,500,000 to $7,000,000 per 
annum, with a continued increase in the collec- 
tions from this source in proportion to the in- 
crease in the production of oleomargarine. 

Harrison Law Recommendations, 

In regard to the Harrison narcotic law, 
the secretary makes reference to the 
success that has attended the enforce- 
ment of this law and the co-operation 
the government has received from rep- 
utable physicians and wholesale and 
retail druggists. The following proposed 
amendments or revisions of the law are 
approved:— 

First. A tax on the drugs 
upon some unit of weight, such tax to be de- 
noted by stamps affixed to original packages 
or containers, and that the list of proscribed 
drugs be extended to include chloral-hydrate 
and cannabis indica, and other drugs having

definition of ‘‘substitutes’’ and ‘‘synthetic sub- 
stitutes’’ for such drugs.

of its extension additional force should be pro- 
vided to see to its enforcement. 


Tax on Denatured Alcohol, 


Approving a recommendation by the 
Internal Revenue officers regarding de- 
natured alcohol, the secretary in his re- 
port says that in view of the large de- 
crease in receipts from domestic dis- 
tilled spirits and the probable further 
decrease during the present year, “it is 
recommended that a reasonable tax be 
levied om denatured alcohol, which, un- 
der the existing law, is now wholly 
exempt from tax.” 

Calling attention to and approving for- 
mer recommendations by the department 
as to desired changes in the adulterated 
butter law, the secretary says as to that 
law :— 

A definite standard of moisture or butter fat 
content should be fixed by statute for the va- 
rious classes of butter defined in the original 
act of August 2, 1886, as amended by act of 
May 9, 1902, and as the value of the product 
is based upon the fat content, this should be 
fixed as the standard in the classification of 
the different grades of butter covered by this 
law. 


Dyestuffs Protection Bill. 
INTRODUCED BY CONGRESSMAN HILL 
AND BASED ON REPORT OF CHEM- 
ICALS AND DYESTUFFS COMMITTEE 
OF THE AMERICAN CHEMICAL SO- 
CIBTY—PRIMARY COAL-TAR PROD- 
UCTS ON BASIS OF 5 PER CENT., IN- 
TERMEDIATES ON 3% CENTS PER 
POUND, AND 15 PER CENT., AND ALL 
COAL-TAR COLORS OR DYES ON 

CENTS AND 30 PER CENT. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec. 10, 1915. 


What may be regarded as an expres- 
sion of the Republican policy, with re- 
spect to the proposed establishment and 
maintenance of a domestic manufacture 
of dyestuffs, is outlined in a bill (H. R. 
703) introduced by Representative Hill, 
of Connecticut. Mr. Hill will be a mem- 
ber of the Republican minority of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House, and he has had wide experience 
in preparation of tariff bills and is 
familiar with the treatment of both 
manufactured commodities and raw ma- 
terials in the tariff system of the coun- 
try. 

The text of the bill follows:— 


An Act to provide revenue for the government, 
and to establish and maintain the manu- 
facture of dyestuffs. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, 

That on and after the day following the pas- 
sage of this act, except as otherwise specially 
provided for,in this act, there shall be levied, 
collected and paid upon the articles named 
herein when imported from any foreign coun- 
try into the United States or into any of its 
possessions, except the Philippine Islands and 
the Islands of Guam and Tuitila, the rates 
of duties which are herein prescribed, name-

1. All products of coal, produced in commer- 
cial quantities through the destructive dis- 
tillation of coal or otherwise, such as benzol, 
toluol, xylol, cumol, naphthalin, methalnaph- 
thalin, azenaphten, flouren, anthracene, phenol, 
cresol, pyridin, chinolin, carbazol, and others, 
not specially provided for and not colors or 
dyes, 5 per centum ad valorem.

This committee included Bern- 
hard C. Hesse, J. B. F. Herresshoff, H.

Matthews and Allen Rogers. 

8. According to the best information 
your committee cam gather, such an 
dumping clause alone would not be sufti- 
cient, however, to create complete and in- 
dependent domestic coal-tar explosives, dye- 
stuffs and medicinals industry. It has been 
conclusively demonstrated during the past 
thirty years that the present rate of 30 per 
cent, on dyestuffs is not sufficient to induce 
a domestic industry to expand at a rate 
comparable with the consumption of dye- 
stuffs in this country, and that therefore 
all dyestuffs made from coal-tar, whether 
they be anilin dyes or alizarine, or alizarine 
dyes, or anthracine dyes, or indigo, so long 
as they are made in whole or in part from 
products or obtainable from coal-tar, should 
all be assessed alike, namely, 30 per cent. 
ad valorem, plus 7% per cent. per pound 
specific, and that all manufactured products 
of or obtainable from coal-tar, themselves 
not dyes or colors, and not medicinal, shall 
be taxed 15 per cent. ad valorem and 3c. 
per pound specific. 

9. The best information and judgment 
your committee can obtain is that the 
above manufactured products of coal-tar, not 
dyes, and not colors, and_ not medicinal, 
should carry one-half the duty of the fin- 
ished coal-tar dyes and that the above rate 
of 30 per cent. ad valorem and 7%c. per 
pound speific would probably be sufficient 
to encourage and enable domestic manufac- 
turers to expand their operations to such an 
extent as to supply-a very material increase 
in, if not the whole, of these commodities 
consumed in these countries. The reason 
for the specific duty is to protect the do- 
mestic manufacturer in the manufacture of 
the relatively cheap dyes, such as the cheap 
searlets, the cheap yellows and the like, 
whose price abroad is in the neighborhood of 
12c. to 20c. per pound; with dyes of that 
type 30 per cent. ad valorem would not 
offer as does the 7%c. per pound specific; 
on the other hand, on dyes whose prices 
are $1 and upward per pound, the function 
of the 7%c, specific more nearly approaches 
zero. That is, with the cheap dyes, the 
chief function lies in the specific portion of 
the duty, and with the expensive dyes the 
chief function lies with the ad valorem of 
the duty. 

This is said to be the price the nation will 
have to pay to have a complete self-con- 
tained and independent coal-tar industry. 
However, it must be remembered that if 
such an industry be created an importa- 
tion of coal-tar products, inclusive of in- 
termediate and dyes, be restricted, its ulti- 
mate defect upon the Federal revenues will 
have to be considered. It will, therefore, be 
necessary to determine carefully if the ad- 
vantages to be gained are equal to the 
price to be paid.

The annual meeting of the stockhold- 
ers of the Rogers-Pyatt Shellac Com- 
pany will be held on December 14, at 
the office of the company, in this city. 


A brief reference to kelp beds of the 
British Columbia region has been re- 
ceived at the Commerce Department in 
a report from Ottawa, Canada. It is 
said that beds with a possible capacity 
of furnishing 336,000 tons of potash, ex- 
ist along the British Columbia shore. 
No reference is made to any steps be- 
ing made to utilize the kelp beds in 
the production of potash. 


Plans for the organization of a 
$100,000,000 company, to be known as 
the Pan-American Petroleum & Trans- 
portation Company have been an- 
nounced at Los Angeles, Cal., by E. 
L. Doheny upon his return from the 
East. He stated that the company 
would develop into one of the greatest 
enterprises of its kind in the country 
and believed the petroleum industry 
had been launched on an era of un- 
precedented prosperity. During his 
Eastern trip Mr. Doheny stated he had 
sold for a Mexican petroleum company 
3,500,000 barrels of oil for 1916 delivery, 
representing a high record. 


The artificial manure manufacturers 
of Yokohama have suggested to the 
Japanese Government that the guano 
deposits on the island of Angaull 
might be worked again with a view 
to relieving the scarcity of supplies of 
guano coming from abroad. The 
island of Angaull was owned by the 
German Government and leased to a 
German company which had arranged 
for shipping the phosphate to a British 
firm in Japan. As a result of the war 
the island was taken over by the 
Japanese and, pending the settlement 
of certain legal questions, business in 
this Angaull phosphate has_ been 
stopped.

New York Health Department to Drop 
“‘Nostrum ”’ Cases Against Druggists. 


little encouragement from the 
their efforts to prosecute one 
distributor as well as several 
retail dispensers of proprietary medi- 
cines, which they characterized as mis- 
branded within the meaning of subdivi- 
sion ‘“‘c’’ of section 116 of the New York 
Health Board’s Sanitary Code, the local 
Health Department authorities have de- 
cided to drop the cases against these 
handlers of allegedly misrepresented 
“nostrums” in this city and confine their 
campaign agaimst the sale of misrepre- 
sented medicinal preparations to prose- 
cuting the manufacturers and proprie- 
tors of these goods. 

The Health Department officials have 
reached this decision to eliminate the 
jobber and retailer of these articles from 
their prosecutions, after having agreed 
with the New York Pharmaceutical Con- 
ference to involve the local druggists in 
their legal operations against the pro- 
prietors only to the extent of calling 
them as witnesses to prove sales of 
these gocds and after having learned 
that the attitude of the justices in the 
Court of Special Sessions was far from 
favorable to a continued pressing of the 
charge made by the department against 
the Charles N. Crittenton Company for 
having sold “Barton’s Diphtheria Anti- 
dote’’ to one of its inspectors last spring. 

Dr. Haven Emerson, the new Commis- 
sioner of Health, has therefore promised 
Charles A. Kalish, the attorney for the 
Crittenton Company, as well as for the 
local pharmacists, whom the department 
had arraigned on similar charges for 
dispensing the above-mentioned and sim- 
ilar preparations, that he will withdraw 
the case against that company and will 
also have all pending court actions 
against the retail druggists dismissed. 

After having been postponed on several 
occasions, the Health Department's case 
against the Crittenton Company was 
called in the Court of Special Sessions 
last Monday, December 6. Mr. Kalish 
then submitted argument showing that 
the Crittenton Company had no knowl- 
edge of tne contents and truth or falsity 
of the therapeutic claims of the vast 
number of proprietary remedies which it 
handled as a wholesale distributor, and 
had sold the remedy im question, after 
that preparation had been on the market 
for forty years. He further argued that 
the provisions of the loca Health 
joard’s ordinance, for alleged violation 
of which the action against the compaty 
was begun, were unconstitutional when 
applied to wholesale dealers in these 
gvods. Although the justices sitting in 
the court did not attempt to decide the 
question of the ordinance’s constitution- 
ality, they openly condemned the Health 
Department’s attempt to ‘‘persecute” the 
Crittenton Company and made it evident 
that they would not convict that con- 
cern for selling a product whose charac- 
ter it could not possibly know anything 
about. 

Justice McInerney, the presiding judge, 
further stated that the Crittenton Com- 
pany had always enjoyed an excellent 
reputation amd high standing in the drug 
trade and was merely conducting its 
regular business as a recognized whole- 
sale distributor of proprietary medicines 
when it sold the article complained of, 
which could have been purchased from 
hundreds of other dealers. This jurist 
further stated that it was unjust to at- 
tempt to ho:d such a wholesale handler 
of these goods responsible for the alleged 
misrepresentations of the manufacturer, 
who has already been convicted and fined 
$100 for violation of the local ordinance. 
His opinion was coincided in by his as- 
sociates, Justices Herrmann and Salmon, 
and Justice McInerney thereupon ad- 
journed the trial until Monday and ad- 
vised Mr. Kalish, as the Crittenton Com- 
pany’s attorney, to hold a conference 
with the Health Commissioner and re- 
quest that latter official to withdraw the 
case. As a result of this conference, Dr. 
Ixmerson has agreed to drop the case 
against the Crittenton Company and to 
ask for the dismissal of all actions 
against the druggists which were landed 
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in the department's toils, 
the beginning of the suit against the 
Crittenton Company last June and until 
a month ago. The Health Commissioner 
has also decided to leave the other drug 
jobbers alone and proceed only against 
the “nostrum’’ makers themselves here- 
after.

Investigation of Marketing of Crude 
Petroleum. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.)

There is made public today 


of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in the matter of the conditions affecting 
the production, transportation and mar- 
keting of crude petroleum. This report 
is based upon a resolution of the United 
States Senate requesting an investigation 
to determine the part which pipe line 


companies have in the marketing of crude 
oil, and such operations of the pipe line 
companies as would indicate discrimina- 
tions between sellers of crude oil. The 
repert is elaborate in detail, a mass of 
statistics and very little in the way of 





analysis thereof or summarization of 
any opinions the commission may have 
as to the workings of these pipe lines. 
Suggestion is made that much of the 
information sought is only obtainable 
from the records of industrial oil con- 
cerns, to be covered in a report later by 
the Federal Trades Commission. The 


operations of the pipe line companies dur- 
ing the period of three or four years are 
given in elaborate tables, and correspond- 
ence between the commission and pipe 
line companies disclose some information 
in regard to refusal of the pipe lines fo 
accept crude oil on account of inability 
to store the same. This correspondence 
covers several months during 1914. when 
embarrassing conditions existed as to the 


movement, and brief references are giv- 
en alse to the stock ownership of pipe 
line companies by different oil com- 
panies and inter-stock ownership by pip 


line companies.

LINSEED OIL. 
A quiet trading period is reported in 
the local market and similar reports 
come from other oil centers. Prices 


have varied but little during the week, 
with 6lc. per gallon quoted for car lots. 
Some sales were reported as low as 
60c. per gallon, but there were times 
when some crushers were not quoting 
under 62\%c. per gallon. The question of 
prices therefore has depended to some 
extent upon seller. Many of the con- 
suming trades are said to be out of the 
market, evidently with the hope of a 
fall in prices. Contracting so far this 
month appears to be below normal, al- 
though the spot prices are also given 
on shipments over the first quarter of 
next year. Cake prices are holding at 
comparatively high levels and the 
future position of cake will have some 
bearing on oil values. Foreign oil 
markets are affected by reduced stocks 
and by increased crushing costs as a 
result of higher transportation rates 
on seed from the producing countries. 
With the season for inland navigation 
practically over it is evident that very 
moderate amounts of domestic seed 
will be crushed in the East this year. 
The question of supply therefore rests 
with the Argentine or India. Argen- 
tine seed has gone down steadily in 
price recently and this holds out hopes 
to consumers of oil that crushers will 
obtain comparatively cheap seed, and 
as a result will be able to sell oil low- 
er than it is now quoted. This seems 
to offer the only lookout for a drop in 
price, and just now the decline in 
prices in the Argentine are largely 
counterbalanced by the scarcity of 
tonnage and higher ocean freights. 
Cash seed closed at $2.04% last Sat- 
urday at Duluth and the close yester- 
day was $2.02144@2.03. During the same 
period there was a decline of 8%c. per 
bushel in the January option in the 
Buenos Aires market. Better reports 
have been heard of late regarding the 
Argentine crop and estimates of 32,000,- 
000 bushels as an exportable surplus 
have been made. Shipments from the 
Argentine this week were 37,000 bush- 
els to this country and 141,000 bushels 
to the Continent. The smaller ship- 
ments prove the truth of reports about 
searcity of tonnage, as there are large 
amounts of seed at shipping points 
awaiting loading. Receipts of seed at 
Western markets have fallen off this 
week, but demand has not been active 
and prices are showing little varia- 
tions from day to day. Canadian seed 
as not been a factor on domestic 
markets so far this season, but there 
seems to be no truth in rumors which 
have claimed that England would 
take over the Canadian surplus. Re- 
ports on the Western, Canadian and 
Buenos Aires seed markets from our

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Some call for linseed meal has been 
reported in the local market and mod- 
erate amounts are said to have sold 
at $41@41.50 per ton. Inquiry for cake 
has been light this week, but this has 
no depressing effect on prices and the 
quotation is $38@39 per ton. The 
freight question is of prime impor- 
tance and makes it difficult to quote 
freely on future shipments of cake. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 
interval has not occasioned 
important change in cottonseed 
oil prices. Strength at the opening re- 
sulted in the establishment of new 
high figures for the season, but profit 
taking later on caused a reaction and 
at the close no unusual net change in 
prices was noted. A great deal of the 
early buying was inspired by the 
strength in lard, but this product 
finally succumbed to the continued 
heavy run of live stock at Chicago, 
and the decline had a depressing 
effect on oil. The publication of the 
ginning figures had no appreciable in- 
fluence, although an analysis of these 
figures could be construed in no other 
way than bullish.

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sales at 57c. were reported in the low- 
er Valley. In the Southeast 56c. was 
paid, but in all, very little crude oil 
came out, showing that mills have 
not got the oil to offer or are con- 
vinced that by holding their stocks 
they will receive better prices later in 
the season. Seed has been holding 
around $45 per ton at several points in 
the Southeast and in the Valley. In 
fact, basic conditions seem to be 
strong and the only weakness appears 
to have been in the local trade where 
the in and out transactions of the pro- 
fessional element have resulted in the 
unsettlement of prices. There has been 
no relaxation of stability in the tallow, 
grease and competing vegetable oil 
markets, while glycerine is holding firm 
around the best prices of the year. 

The government crop estimate was 11,- 
161,000 bales of cotton. This compares 
with 16,134,930 bales last year, 14,156,-

CHICAGO LARD MARKET, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Dec. 9, 1915. 


There was a broad and active trade in lard 
at Chicago during the past week with the bulls 
in control of the situation at all times, despite 
the fact that the market failed to hold the best 
prices reached. There were advances during 
the week to $10 for the January future, and 
the May sold as high as $10.30. These levels 
proved attractive to some holders and they dis- 
posed of their lines in order to change paper 
profits into cash Selling of this character 
brought about a reaction to $9.70 for the Janu- 
ary and $9.97% for tha May, which prices 
Showed an advance of 7%c. when compared 
with the closing rates of the previous week. 

There was an increased movement of hogs 
not only to the Chicago market, but other cen- 
ters received liberal runs. The heavier hog 
receipts prove of assistance to the bears at 
times, but these people were not firm enough 
in their ideas and they failed to make any 
great impression in the way of driving values 
to low levels. Reports as to the amount of 
business passing in the cash article were con- 
flicting, although those given out by the more 
conservative people in the trade were to the 
effect that only a moderate business was pass- 
ing on domestic account. There was also 
some business reported on foreign account, but 
the interest who had a hand in such opera- 
tions refused to give out the amount of the 
transactions. This has been a noticeable fea- 
ture in the market right along, the seller 
generally being pledged to secrecy by pur- 
chasers. The export clearances of lard dur- 
ing the week were reported at 5,277,000 pounds, 
compared with shipments for foreign shores 
the previous week of 8,996,000 pounds, and 
7,132,000 pounds for the corresponding’ time 
last year. 

Demand for cash lard on domestic account 
was only of moderate volume on the closing 
days of the period. Round lots of regular 
prime steam lard finished the week at 6c. 
over the December price, or at $9.55. Mod- 
erate offerings of refined lard met with a lim- 
ited demand on export account. Loose lots 
were in fairly good supply and in moderate 
demand. These were quotable at the close 
of the week at 42%c. off the January, with 
the feeling steady at the close, Leaf lard was 
also in good supply and had a Hmited call. 
It finished the week at $10.25. Neutral in com- 
paratively good supply and ruled steady under 
a limited demand. No. 1 closed at $11.75@ 
12, and No. 2 finished the week at $10.75@11. 


Tallow. 


Sales of 1,300,000 pounds of special 
tallow have been made at 8%c. per 
pound, loose. This is one-quarter cent 
per pound above the previous sale. City 
tallow is nominally higher at 8c. per 


pound, loose, while edible in tierces is 
quoted all the way from 9 to 9%c. per 
pound. 


Chicago, Dec. 9, 1915. 


Tallow trade at Chicago was light during 
the past week, with values showing no impor- 
tant changes. Demand has been of only 


moderate volume throughout the week, but 
supplies are not large. Quotations:—Edible 
tallow, 8%@8%c.; city fancy tallow, 8%@8%c.; 
prime packers’, 8%4@8%c.; No. 1 packers’, 74@

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—The 
local market dropped down a peg dur- 
ing the interval. Trading was not very 
active and is not expected to be until 
the holidays are over. The yearly in- 
ventory period is now close at hand 
and preparations are under way in sev- 
eral quarter for stock taking. Of- 
ferings have not increased to any 
appreciable extent, but the reser- 
vation of buying orders has prompted 
moderate price shading in the hope 
of stimulating new business. Con- 
ditions in the South have been very 
similar to those in the local trade. Re- 
ceipts have not been heavy, but ship- 
ments were not extensive and visible 
stocks at the seaboard have shown a 
small increase. At the close the 
primary markets were reported firm 
with offerings light. Turpentine ship- 
ments for the week at Savannah were 
573 barrels. Receipts were 1,469 barrels. 
Stocks were 15,185 barrels, as com- 
pared with 14,289 barrels for the 
previous week, and 32,617 barrels 
At Jacksonville the price was 53\4c. at 
the close. Stocks in London on No- 
vember 20 were 51,178 barrels, compared 
with 24,641 barrels in 1914, and 49,358 
barrels in 1913, for equal dates. The 
following table shows the range of 
prices for spirits of turpentine in the 
local market for each day during the 
past week. The Savannah situation is 
reported below. A table of local quota-

ROSINS.—Declines netting 10c. per 
barrel are noted on all gradings from 
B to K, inclusive. Common was off 
about 5c. per barrel, but the high 
grades were firm at previously named 
prices. Demand is reported fairly ac- 
tive for nearby shipment and a fair 
volume of sales have been reported 
both here and in the South. The item 
offers much better possibilities for stor- 
age than turpentine, and there appears 
to be a good investment inquiry, Total 
shipments at Savannah for the week 
were 5,122 barrels, receipts 10,922 bar- 
rels, and stocks at the close were 76,065 
barrels, compared with 70,256 barrels 
last week, and 133,318 barrels last year 
at this time.

Other 
sellers say they are taking care of 
their trade from the reserve supplies, 
but in genera] it is reported that offer- 
ings for spot on prompt delivery are 
very moderate. Market values are 
holding at high levels and prices are 
quoted at 8%@8%c. per pound for 
round lots. 


COCONUT OIL.—tThere was little if 
any change in the spot situation, but 
an easier market prevailed on for- 


ward shipments. The demand for spot 


Ceylon oil was restricted to actual 
needs only, for which buyers had to 
pay full prices. Weakness in futures 
frightened away the large consumers 


and at the close the market was dull. 
London cabled Ceylon oil for Decem- 
ber-January-February shipment at £47 
10s. per ton, which compares with £51 
per ton a week ago. The weakness 
abroad was attributed to freer offer- 
ings by speculative interests. Ceylon 
oil for December-February shipment 
was offered at the close here at llc. 
per pound, with this figure barely 
steady. The loss of the cargo on 
the steamer Langton Hall, pre- 
viously noted, was the bullish factor 
in the spot market. Stocks on hand 
are comparatively small, and with the 
quantity afloat also light, the loss of 
this cargo of approximately 600 tons 
created a very strong situation. Sales 
of spot oil were noted in a small way 
at 14c. per pound, and there was little 
disposition on the part of holders to 
shade this figure on round lots. For 
white Ceylon oil on spot 15c. was bid. 
Manila oil, for shipment was nominally 
quoted at llc. per pound. Prime Cochin 


oil on spot closed at 15%@l6c. per 
pound, with most dealers asking the 
high figure. Cochin oil for shipment 


was nominally quoted at 114%@12c. per 
pound. 


CORN OIL.—There was a fairly ac- 


tive demand for crude corn oil, and, 
despite the heavy output, the market 
was strong. Leading interests ad- 


vanced the price ten points, establish- 
ing a basis of $7.85 per hundred pounds 
for car lots, in barrels. This brings 
the tank quotation to $7.40 per hun- 
dred pounds. The demand was quite 
general, with soap makers particu- 
larly interested. Refined corn oil was 
advanced twenty points during the in- 
terval.

SOYA BEAN OIL.—There was a 
good inquiry for soya bean oil, for 
both spot and forward delivery, and 
the market ruled strong in all quar- 
ters. Sales of spot oil were noted late 
in the week in the basis of 7%c. per 
pound, in cooperage. On forward de- 
liveries, importers were asking from 
6%c. to 7c. per pound for round lots, 
in cases. Receipts at New York dur- 
ing the interval amounted to 11,500 
cases, 469 barrels and 50 drums. The 
market in Hull was strong, closing 
the week 9d. per cwt. higher. Ac- 
cording to reports from England, soya 
bean oil is being used extensively in 
the manufacture of margarine.

COD O1L.—Closing prices for New- 
foundland cod oil were ic.-per gallon 
higher. The market on Saturday was 
quoted at 61@63c, per gallon, with of- 
round lots through first 
hands meager. Domestic cod oil closed 
at 59@60c. per gallon. There was a 
good inquiry from the tanners, but lack 
of supplies and the high prices obtain- 
ing restricted business. Exports of 
crude cod oil from Norway from Janu- 
arv 1 to August 1 amounted to 38,340 
hectoliters, which compares with 23,550 
hectoliters for the same period last 
year. 

DEGRAS.—It was reported that Eng- 
land has placed a partial embargo on 
exportations of degras. Special per- 
mits will have to be obtained on all 
degras to be shipped after December 1, 
according to private reports. The mar- 
ket here was firm, but quotations 
closed about unchanged. Importers of- 
fered good quality English degras for 
spot delivery, round lot basis, at 6%c. 
per pound. There was a steady de- 
mand from leather manufacturers. 

LARD OIL.—Dealers report a fair 
demand for the off grades, and prices 
at the close of the week were strong 
and showed a higher range. Most of 
the recent business has been for export 
account. The upward tendency of all 
raw materials was a strong factor. At 
the close dealers reported the market 
as nominal at 92@96c. for prime burn- 
ing, 74@78c. for the off prime, 67@72c. 
for the extra No. 1, 58@62c. for the No. 
1, and 54@57c. for the No. 2. 

MENHADEN  OIL.—Production of 
menhaden oil for the 1915 season is es- 
timated at 50,000 to 52,000 barrels. Of 
this amount approximately 10,200 bar- 
rels were made by the Northern inter- 
ests, including the Delaware factories, 
36.000 barrels in the Chesapeake Bay 
district, 3,800 barrels in North Carolina, 
and over 2,000 barrels in Texas and 
Florida. The total production in 1914 
amounted to 71,200 barrels, in 1913 to 
97,000 barrels, and in 1912 to 146,000 
barrels. It was reported that the fish 
factory operating in Florida is still in 
commission. Offerings of crude men- 
haden oil were limited, and the market 
closed firm at 46c. per gallon, f. o. b. 

3altimore. Demand was quiet, as 
prices were above the ideas of prospec- 
tive consumers. Trading in the pressed 
oil was moderate in volume, but the 
market held firm in sympathy with 
crude, Dealers quote from 48c. to 49c. 
for the brown strained, 50@5ic. for the 
light strained, 52@53c. for the yellow 
bleached, and 54@55c. for the white 
bleached.

Temporary Hold-Up of Riker-Hegeman- 
United Drug Co. Merger. 


Because of the inability of the man- 
agement of the Riker & Hegeman Com- 
pany to muster enough votes from hold- 
ers of that corporation's common stock 
and sufficient proxies to obtain the legal- 
ly required three-quarters of 
these shareholders to the terms proposed 
for the consolidation of that corporation 
and the United Drug Company, at a spe- 
cial meeting called for last Monday, it 
has become hold another 
meeting of stockholders for this 
purpose tomorrow, December 14. 

The fact that the expected 75 per cent. 
vote of the Riker & Hegeman Company 
in favor of the merger plan was not 
forthcoming at the meeting scheduled for 
last week has given rise to reports that 
a large number of the common share- 
holders of that company are dissatisfied 
with the proposed allotment of the stocks 
of the contemplated new company among 
themselves and the stockholders of the 
United Drug Company. ‘These reports 
have had it that the Riker & Hegeman 
Co.’s common stockholders who were op- 
posed to the merger plan based their 
objection to it on the ground that it 
would not permit them to fare as well in 
the new company’s securities as the 
stockholders of the United Drug Com- 
pany. 3y the proposed terms, the hold- 
ers of common stock of the Riker & 
Hegeman Company are to receive, for 
each $100 of their present stock, $100 of 
common stock and $44 of 6 per cent. sec- 
ond preferred stock of the new holding 
company, while the common stockhold- 
ers of the United Drug Company are to 
receive, for each $100 of their present 
stock, $225 of common stock and $100 of 
second preferred stock of the new com- 
pany. It is said to have been contended 
by some of the Riker & Hegeman Com- 
pany common stockholders that the dif- 
ference represented in this proposed al- 
lotment is far greater than that between 
the value of their present holdings and 
those of the United Drug Company com- 
mon shareholders. 

Complete refutation of these reports of 
dissatisfaction has been voiced, however. 
by H. S. Collins, vice-president of the 
Riker & Hegeman Drug Company, and 
by [Isaac H. Levy, counsel for the Stock- 
holders’ Committee of that company, 
which has arranged the terms of the 
contemplated consolidation amd for the 
conversion of the present stock issues 
into those of the new company. Mr. 
Collins has explained that the assenting 
vote of the stock in the Corporation of 
Riker & Hegeman Stock, amounting to 
51 per cent. of the common issue of the 
tiker & Hegeman Company, which is 
held by George J: Whelan and his asso- 
ciates, could not be obtained in time for 
the special meeting of the latter cor- 
poration’s shareholders, called for last 
Monday, and that it was therefore im- 
possible to get together the necessary 
three-quarters vote of the common 
shareholders of that company at that 
time. A meeting of the stockholders of 
the Corporation of Riker & Hegeman 
Stock, which had been called for No- 
vember 26 and at which it was expected 
that the 51 per cent. vote of that con- 
cern would be authorized to be cast at 
last week's Riker & Hegeman Company 
meeting, was postponed until last Fri- 
day, December 10, and this majority 
vote was therefore not available when 
last Monday’s meeting of the Riker & 
Hegeman Company was called. The Cor- 
poration of Riker & Hegeman Stock has 
now taken this action and Mr. Collins 
and Mr. Levy have united in stating 
that more than the necessary 75 per cent. 
vote is now available to be cast in favor 
of the terms of the proposed consolida- 
tion with the United Drug Company, and 
that more than 8 per cent. of the com- 
mon stock of the Riker & Hegeman 
Company will be committed to the mer- 
ser pian at tomorrow's adjourned meet- 
ing. 

In explanation of the terms for the 
conversion of the present holdings of the 
Riker & Hegeman Company and _ the 
United Drug Company into the proposed 
issues of the new corporation, Mr. Levy 
has further said:— 7 

The distribution of new stock between the 
stockholders of the Riker & Hegeman Com. 
pany and the United Drug Company is 
based entirely upon the comparative net as- 
sets of the two companies and upon the 
earning power of the two existing compa- 
nies. The large stockholders of the Riker 
& Hegeman Company are convinced that 
the proposed amalgamation will be advan- 
tageous to the shareholders of the Riker & 
Hegeman Company as well as to those of 
the United Drug Company, 

The stockholders of the United Drug 
Company are known to favor the merger 
plan and no further hitch in carrying it 
out is therefore looked for.

While the export demand for the 
naphtha products has continued press- 
ing, the new complications attending 
Mediterranean shipments are regarded 
as a factor of more menacing signifi- 
eance. Local clearances for the week 
were 7,879,780 gallons, as against 2,364,- 
320 gallons formerly, making the total 
since January, 142,381,685 gallons, as 
against 96,045,195 gallons for the same 
interval a year ago. 

Imports of benzine into the United 
Kingdom from January 1 to November

There was a sort of endless chain of com- 
panies and promotions with lot sales, com- 
missions to agents, drilling contracts, sales of 
properties and purchasing of lands, always 
with the same result—the lion’s share of the 
proceeds found its way into the hands of one 
or two of the inner circle 

When the indictment was 
Gaume was not in Shreveport and the name of 
the party was not given out by the grand 
jury. Gaume’s attorney learned of the in- 
dictment and got in touch with him, with the 
result that he at once returned and surrendered 
to the sheriff’ He was held in the sum of 
$500 bail, which was quickly arranged, and the 
case will come up for triai later. 

The grand jury in its report stated that of 
144 oil corporations organized in Caddo parish 
since January 1, 1913, with a combined cap 
italization of $15,000,000, but one that has sold 
stock has ever paid back to the shareholders 
dollar for dollar. Less than 10 per cent. had 
paid anything at all. 

For a number of years it has been the custom 
for promoters, in fact ever since the days of 
Spindletep in 1901, te buy unimproved land 
near some producing field and then subdivide 
it into lots about 20 feet square, barely large 
enough to build a modern derrick upon it, and 
then sell these lots from $5 to $50 a lot, which 
would net the promoters thousands of dollars 
an acre. It did not matter to them whether 
oil was discovered or not—they could afford to 
drill a well and then be $100,000 ahead of the 
game on a 100-acre tract. 

It is estimated that there are no less than 
fifty of these lot-selling promotion schemes un- 
der way in Texas and Louisiana at the pres- 
ent time. Millions of dollars have in this man- 
ner been taken from the pockets of the poorer 
classes, and it is a wonder that the government 
has not acted in the premises sooner.

GULF COAST OIL FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Houston, Tex., Dec. 4, 1915. 


Notices for a meeting of the Texas Oil Pro- 
ducers and Land Owners Association on De- 
cember 15 have been sent out by R. S. Ster- 
ling, president of the association. The meet- 
ing will be fcllowed by a banquet, For some 
time there has been dissatisfaction among the 
independent producers over the prices received 
for Gulf Coast crude at the wells, the claim 
being made that the prices are not on a parity 
with the quotations in other divisions. Most 
of the coastal crude is run under contracts of 
three, six, nine and twelve months, the con- 
tract prices being from 10c. to 25c. a barrel 
higher than credit balance quotations posted 
by the pipe line companies in the different 
fields. Many of these contracts will expire on 
December 31, 1916. For the past three years 
most of the coastal crude has been run to the 
refineries and a superior lubricant made from 
it, the residue going into the market as a fuel 
oil. At the producers’ meeting, December 15, 
a movement will be launched to have the value 
of the oil tn the future based on its qualities 
as a lubricant rather than a-fuel oil. There is 
a sentiment among the producers that the price 
for coastal crude should not be less than $1 
a barrel and threats are being made of re- 
viving the old marketing association unless 
there is a substantial advance in contract and 
credit balance prices before the end of the 
year. 

The total daily production of all the Gulf 
Coast fields at the close of November was ap- 
proximately 100,000 barrels Of this quantity 
Humble is credited with 75,000 barrels a day: 
Sour Lake had 10,000 barrels; Edgerly, 5,000 
barrels: Vinton, 2,500 barrels; Saratoga, 2,700 
barrels, and the remainder was divided among 
Batson, Jennings. Goose Creek, Markham and 
Welsh. At Humble two companies—the Farm 
ers’ Petroleum Company and the Producers’ 
Oi Company—practically control nearly all of 
the production. In the other fields the inde- 
pendent companies control the bulk of the 
production. The Texas Cempany, through its 
subsidiary, the Producers’ Oi] Company. has 
sufficient oi] to meet its requirements, but the 
tulf Pipe Line Company and the Sun Pipe 
Line Company have to rely on the independent 
producers for the bulk of their needs. Both of 
these companies have heen heavy purchasers of 
erude from other companies the past six 
months The Gulf has taken over .1,000,000 
barrels from the Farmers’ Petroleum Company 
and the Sun aproximately 750,000 barrels from 
the same source The Sun Company recently 
bought 250,000 barrels of stored oil at Sara- 
toga from the Rio Bravo Oil Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Southern Pacific Railroad, pay- 
ing for it 7ic. a barrel. The sale of this oil 
by the Rio Bravo occasioned some surprise, as 
the Southern Pacific is a large consumer of 
fuel oll. It has since been learned that the 
Southern Pacific is changing its equipment as 
fast as it can to burn heavy Mexican crude of 
12 gravity. Heretofore the railway company 
mixed this crude with lighter oil from the Gulf 
Coast fields. It is now thought that it will be 
able to meet nearly all of its requirements— 
12,000 to 15,000 barrels a day—from the wells 
of the East Coast Oil Company, its Mexican 
producing subsidiary. 

Evidence of a revival in drilling 
is seen in most of the coastal fields. There is 
also considerable activity in overhauling old 
leases and in working over old wells, getting 
them ready for the better times that are con- 
fidently anticipated. Humble continues to be 
the big sensation of the Gulf Coast division. 
The big well brought in on the north half of 
lot 37, a one-acre lease, on the Wheeler and 
Pickens subdivision, continues to grow stronger. 
The well is pinched in and allowed to make 
only 8,000 barrels a day. The Wheeler and 
Pickens subdivision title has been attacked in 
court by the Producers’ Oil Company, which 
filed an injunction suit against the Humble 
Oil Ccmpany, the Farmers’ Petroleum Com- 
pany and fourteen other companies and indi 
viduals, asking for a restraining order to pre- 
vent the defendants from drilling on portions of 
the land in question This strip. which is 
about 200 feet wide and three miles long, is 
now worth over $1,000,000. Damages for oil 
already taken from the property are asked in 
the sum of $250,000. Arguments for damages 
and the appointment of a receiver will be heard 
in the district court of Harris county in 
Houston, Decumber 13. So many interests are 
involved that the suit is Hable to take years 
in straightening out all the tangles. The 
strip is cut up into one and two-acre tracts 
and subleased to many different parties and 
companies. 

The deep sands gusher territory at Humble 
was extended one-half mile to the southwest 
December 3 by the completion of a 2.500-barrel 
well on the Tee tract by the Gulf Production 
Company, This company has drilled several 
tests south of the bie producers on the Steven- 
son tract, getting a 400-barrel well on the Mor- 
ris land, but this is the first big well it has 
brought in at Humble. A number of other 
tests in the deep sand section are due hefore 
the close of the month. There are 44 rigs run 
ning in the field now, with 19 derricks up at 
new locations. The Producers’ Oil] Company 
leads with 12 rigs, the Gulf Production Com- 
pany has 10 rigs and the Farme rs’ Petroleum 
Company four Many new interests are en- 
tering the fleld and from now on it will be a 
scramble as to who can take out the most 
oll. - 
The production at Sour Lake was materially 
4ncreased in the week ending December 4, the

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Producers’ Oil Company having brought in an- 
other good well on the Texas Company’s big 
fee tract of 900 acres, The well is No. 263, It 
came in December 3, flowing at the rate wu 
2,500 barrels a day. Its No. 262 came in the 
previous week, making 2,000 barrels Both 
wells are producing from a depth of 1,800 feet 
The same company’s No. 264 is a big gasser, 
furnishing enough to run four of the Pre 
ducers’ Oil Company's drilling rigs at Sour 
Lake These three last wells are near the 
west line of the company’s big an in 
advance of production nearly 600 feet 

The deep tests at Markham, 
Batson and Saratoga are all drilling ahead, 
with nothing of value showing to date. 

In wildcat work no wells of la caliber 
were brought in during the week under review. 
Several completions in the Alta Vista district, 
nine miles south of San Antonio, extended that 
field 500 feet to the northeast and 1,500 feet to 
the east. The seven completions in this new dis 
trict have a combined production of 200 barrels 
a day. In Duval county there is considerable 
activity in the old shallow district at Pledras 
Pintas, where wells of 10 to 50 barrels are 
being brought in at 350 feet. In Brazoria 
county and at Corpus Christi there fs nothings 
of value showing in the many tests under way. 
At Brenham several dry holes would seem to in 
dicate that this new district is of littl value. 
About the only hope for a field there now lies 
in deeper drilling under way in several of the 
tests,

Many new wells are to be drilled in the Mid- 
way district, according to reports from this 
field. The Kern Trading and Oil Company 
reports that five wells will be started in the 
next week on its various leases. The wells are 
to be started all at the same time, and three 
will be located on section 1 to offset the Stand- 
ard Oil Companys wells on the adjoining prop- 
erty and two other wells are to offset wells 
at present being drilled by the Associated Oil 
Company on section 26. A new departure fram 
the old custom of drilling along the lines is to 
be inaugurated with the drilling of the five 
wells, as all are located in the center or away 


from the company’s lines, which is something 
new in drilling to offset another company’s 
work. That the K. T. and O. Company is 


adopting this new rule is a surprise to many 
operators, for heretofore the announcement of 


the intention of a company to drill a well 
along the K. T. and O. line was the surest 
sign that a well would be started by that 


company at a point as near or exactly on the 


300-foot line, which is the unwritten law of 
the field followed by the operators for the 
past twelve years. 

The Associated Company is grading ground 
on section 13-26-20 for locations for many new 
wells. The material is being assembled on the 
ground at present. This section of the field, 
which is looked upon as shallow territory, is 


located in the Lost Hills. The various camps 
in this section of the district are showing much 
activity and considerable new development 
work is planned, 

Along with the report of various activities 
in the north comes word that the Shell Com- 
pany shows no signs of carrying out the pre- 
diction that on the comp!etion of its pipe line 
to Martinez exceptional activity in the drilling 
line would be shown by this company. It ap- 
pears to have taken action in the opposite 
direction, and is curtailing production to the 
limit.

MID-CONTINENT OIL FIELD,

These figures indicate a general dropping off 
of demand for crude as indicated in the 
paragraph above. The deliveries of the Prairie 
Pipe Line Company, it will be observed, were 
less in November than in any other month 
since last July. In August, 1914, the deliv- 
eries of the Prairie Pipe Line Company were 
2,520,426.34 barrels, and 285.65 barrels a day 
were put in storage. At the close of Novem- 
ber, 1914, corresponding with the report above 
for 1915, the shipments of the Prairie Pipe 
Line Company for the preceding month were 
3,398,255.10 barrels, and the company was 
taking out of storage 7,986.81. barrels a day, 
while the amount of oil held in storage ag- 
gregated 43,797,985.76 barrels. Comparing 
these figures with 3,763,744.86 barrels as the

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better prices for fuel oil. Fuel oil will do well 
to hold its own during the winter. 

There is talk of additional refineries in the 
field and the perplexing question is where are 


they going to get enough crude to keep them 
soing. 
THE PROPOSED EMERGENCY TAX. 

There is a vast amount of interest in the 
propostion to impose a war revenue tax on 
crude, kerosene and gasoline, and the oil 
country is preparing for a vigorous protest. 
Such a tax will practically amount to con- 
fiscation Three refiners in the mid-continent 
field report a tax of two cents a gallon on 


gasoline would amount to from $2,000 to $3,000 
a day from each of their plants alone. This 
does not contemplate either a tax on crude or 
on ‘kerosene. No industry could possibly stand 
such a heavy tax. Already refiners in the mid- 
continent field are suffering from over-taxation, 
One small plant in the mid-continent field re- 
ports that a tax of two cents a gallon would 
cost his company $75,000 a year. This is 
more than his plant is worth. Another re- 
finer states such a tax would amount to $17,000 
a year to him. Refiners in the mid-continent 
field are already taxed to the limit. They are 
paying 1/20 of 1 per cent. on capitalization an- 
nually, 2 per cent. on every barrel of crude 
oil produced, including royalty oil, that is to

10c, per barrel State inspection tax; nearly %& 
cent a barrel Federal war tax on all notes and 
official documents; Federal tax on bond cou- 
pons not exempt; Federal income tax on net 
earnings; 3 per cent. to pipe lines for sedi- 
ments, etc. Where in the world is the oil man 
going to get off if the government, in addition 
to this, imposes the tax suggested? It will 
paralyze one of the greatest industries in the 
United States, a product that has become as 


essential in the daily life of the nation as 
wheat itself. Can the Democratic party af- 
ford to take this step? 


Recently the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
was suspicious that it was not getting all the 
oil it was gauging from the property of the 
Little Caney Oil Company, near Bartlesville. 
It instituted an investigation and discovered 
there were secret pipes between the t..aks of 
the company. After the oil was gauged and 
credited to the Prairie, it is claimed, the oil 
company would turn a valve and run the oil 
away from the Prairie’s line,and back into 
another tank of the oil company. In this way 
it would get paid over and over again for the 

On the basis of this alleged produc- 

company tried to sell its property. 
Hickey, hearing the case, rendered a 
strange decision. He held the secret connec- 
tion was not valid evidence of misconduct or 
larceny; that if the oil was run from one tank 
to another, it was the defendants’ own oil; and 
the case was dismissed. Then the Prairie 
started action in the Federal court and appli- 
cation for a custodian for the property was 
granted and James Brann, at one time a mem- 
ber of the Pennsylvania State Legislature and 
spoken of as a candidate for Governor of Ok- 
lahoma, has been appointed. 

The Oklahoma Corporation Commission has 
sent out blanks to producers in an effort to 
secure records of wells drilled. It would be 
a good thing if there were a law in every State 
requiring a complete log of every well drilled 
and that this be kept for the use of the pub- 
lic. In time such records, especially of wild- 
cat wells, would become very valuable. 


KANSAS OPERATIONS. 


Drilling operations in the Kansas division 
are steadily on the increase. More than 200 
wells were completed in November, showing 
the largest amount of activity in Kansas in 
the past eight or nine years. The new pro- 
duction created in November amounted to 
approximately 1,700 barrels, this in spite of

the fact that eight of the wells produced 
gas and twenty-seven were dry. Acreage 
is being leased in all parts of the State, 
and if oil continues at one dollar a barrel, 


Kansas will be prospected for petroleum the 


coming year as it never has been before. 
Thousands of acres are being taken in all 
directions from Wichita and the favorable 
feature of the activity is men of financial 
strength and oil experience are back of it. 
Enough success is attending efforts to en- 
courage further development. It is a safe 
prediction that within a few months Kansas 


will be producing more oil than at any 
other time in its history. In addition to 
this, there is a tremendous increase in the 
amount of consumption of petroleum prod- 
ucts in the State of Kansas. The report of 
the State oil inspector in 1914 showed a 
revenue from inspection of approximately 
$76,000. This year his report will show 
$150,000 or more. During October the re- 
port shows inspection of 77,547 barrels of 
gasoline, and 64,405 barrels of kerosene, @ 
total of 141,952 barrels. Of this amount 
there was inspected for the Standard Oil 


Company 49.88 per cent., and for the inde- 
pendents 50.12 per cent. The Standard Oil 
Company’s total barrelage in October was 
70,803 barrels. The Chanute Refining Com- 


pany came second with 23,108 barrels, the 
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Cudahy Refining Company third with 17,701 
barrels, the Lesh Oil Company fourth with 
6,473 barrels, 7 

The crude output of Kansas is much lower 
now than it was eighteen months ago, but 
at the present rate the yield of the State 
will overcome the slump in a few months. 
No one district can claim a monopoly of 
drilling activity at this time. There is much 
interest around Paola and in the Rantoul 
district, keen interest at Eldorado and Au- 
gusta, and prospects of more work around 
Winfield Montgomery county is leading in 
the number of wells drilled and old Neosho 
county is holding fast its reputation, La- 
bette county, which has never taken a very 
prominent place in oildom, is coming to the 
front and some very good wells are being 
drilled. Chautauqua county, as of yore, is 
pursuing the even tenor of its way. 

In the Peru district of Chautauqua county 
a number of fair wells have been drilled in 
the last ten days. The Interstate Oil and 
Gas Company has completed its No. 12 on 
the Albright in 30-34-12 for a 15-barrel pro- 
ducer. The same company’s No. 3 on the 
Heimbaugh in 18-34-12, is a dribbler good 
for about five barrels. while its No. 2 on 
the Calhoun in 7-34-12 is a 50-barrel pumper, 
J. A, Campbell has completed his No. 1 on 
the Hugg heirs’ farm in 18-34-12, and an- 
nounces a 35-barrel well. 

New interest is centering in the territory 
around Elgin, where some good properties 
were developed two years ago. It is felt 
the pool is liable to broaden to the north- 
west and acreage has been taken in that 
direction. Tom Shaw, of Tulsa, is starting 
an important test in township 23, range 3, 
in Cowley county. No profitable production 
has yet been developed in Cowley county, 
but enough success has attended efforts 
there to encourage further drilling and to 
lead to the conclusion that some day Cowley 
county will be on the oil map. At the pres- 
ent time gas is the principal production in 
that field,

a real measurement of strength, and for the 
present marked quiet prevails. The cotton 
situation, however, is clearing up and other 
factors are becoming more favorable, and the 
prospect is distinctly more encouraging than 
it has been at any previous time since the 
outbreak of the war shut off the demand for 
cotton. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The tone of the mar- 
ket for acid phosphate is rather stronger than 


it Was even a week ago, and while prices are 
not markedly higher, the quotations of $13.50 
for 14 per cent. and $14 for 16 per cent. acid 
are firmly adhered to. It seems quite certain 
that the producers of acid are finding a de- 
mand outside of the fertilizer trade, and they 
appear to have no considerable stocks on hand. 
All of the factories are busy, and prepara- 
tions being made hold out a certainty of a 
large addition to the output here in a short 
time. During the past week a contract for 
a new acid plant has been given out, and sev- 
eral other new establishments have been erect- 
ed. It looks, therefore, as if some of the fer- 
tilizer manufacturers at least would be inde- 
pendent of present sources of supply in a 
short time. The effect upon the more remote 
future, of course, can be merely conjectured. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—At last there is a 
chance again for spot quotations on nitrate 
of soda. One cargo is expected and another 
is on the way, the first to reach this port in 
a- number of weeks. Still others will doubt- 
less follow, so that the hiatus due to the 
closing of the Panama Canal will be over- 
come. But the necessity of vessels having to 
take the long route around Cape Horn is 
plainly reflected in the range of the quota- 
tions. Thus spot is held at $3.20 per 100 
pounds, with late December and early Janu- 
ary at the same figure. No date has been 
set for the reopening of the canal, and there 
is a probability that the high prices will hold 
for an uncertain period. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The effect of 
the war upon the demand for sulphate of am- 
monia and upon the production is shown in 
another advance in the prices of this material, 
which has advanced to not less than $4 per 
100 pounds for all deliveries for months to 
come. While the trade is exceedingly quiet 


the failure of the manufacturers of mixtures 
to manifest any active demand has no bear- 
ish effect at least, as far as can be noticed. 
The British output, of course, is practically 
pre-empted by the government or kept at home 
to meet the domestic requirements, and the 
United States are dependent practically upon 
its own output, which has not attained ex- 
traordinary proportions. None of the vessels 
arriving here lately have brought sulphate 
of ammonia in any quantity and additional 
receipts are not in sight. 

POTASH.—The potash situation 


appears to 
be very 


complicated and obscure, and the 
trade here is apparently without definite quo- 
tations. Whether the market has gone down 
or up since the last quotation of $475 on the 
basis of muriate per ton is not known, and 
no supplies in any quantity are coming out, 
as far as can be ascertained. The advance in 
the price of bags announced by the German 
syndicate is probably due to the scanty sup- 
plies of bagging meterial, hence the stress laid 
upon buyers sending bags for shipments 

BONE.—The market for bone is practically 
without changes. In the absence of pressing 
necessities the movement of stocks is not 
large, though the holders seem to adhere firmly 
to the prices previously quoted. It is alto- 
gether likely that the market will be able to 
absorb all the bone which may be expected to 
come out, owing to the deficiency in some of 
the other crude stocks. For the present the 
figures asked are $32 for 4% and 50 ground 
raw bone, $27 for 3 and 50 ground steamed 
bone in bulk and $27 for 1 and 60 bone flour 
in bags. 





Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 





Marjoram Leaves. 

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers overruled the protests of R. 
W. Eastlick & Co., St. Louis, claim- 
ing that an importation of marjoram 
leaves should have been entitled to free 
entry as a drug in a crude state, under 
paragraph 477 of the tariff act of 1913. 
The commodity was involeed as ‘20 bales 


of marjoram leaves.” A sample was in- 
troduced in a. which shows it to 
be broken leaves in a condition, which 


might be expected from its being dry 
and stripped from the stems and crushed, 
to have been manipulated in the hand. 
It was assessed at 10 per cent. ad valorem 
asa drug advanced in value, under para- 
graph 27, tariff act of 1918. According to 
the te stimony the marjoram leaves are 
in a condition in which they are usually 
imported amd in the crudest condition 
that the witnesses on the behalf of the 
importer were familiar with. They had 
been engaged in handling this merchan- 
dise for a2 good many years. The prin- 
cipal use, if not the only use, spoken of 
in the record is its use as a condiment or 
flavoring. The witness for the govern- 
ment distinctly stated that it is not used 
as a drug. Judge Waite, who wrote the 
opinion, says:—‘‘The board has passed 
upon marjoram leaves heretofore and 
held the commodity to be properly class- 


ifiable as a drug. (See Oppenheimer & 
Co.’s case, T. D. 24173, and ‘abstract 
23178, T. D. 30585.) The records in these 
cases, hor wever, have not been introduced 


evidence here, and we assume were 
different .so far as concerns the 
use and the qualities of marjoram leaves 
as drugs. The United States Dispensa- 
tory speaks of certain varieties of mar- 
joram as being used as a drug. At the 
same time it says its chief use is as a 
condiment. The board is unable to say 
whether this variety is the variety 
which may be used as a drug. The im- 
porter plants himself upon the proposi- 
tion that this is a drug, not advanced in 
value. It is incumbent upon him, there- 
fore, to show im the first place that it is 
a drug, which the importer failed to do.”

With a seasonably increasing de- 
mand and a growing scarcity of sup- 
plies, there has been a further stiffen- 


ing of the antipyretics and all other 
coal-tar products, in the syrups of 
synthetic medicinal, aromatic and 
flavoring materials and, on augmented 
inquiry, the. prices named for both 
Newfoundland and Norwegian codliver 
oils have also been raised again. 
Quicksilver has been marked up still 
further, in view of delays in expected 
arrivals and a steadily increasing de- 
mand, but there has been no additional 
advance in either the hard or the soft 
mercurial preparations, such as oc- 
curred a week ago. 

There have also been substantial ad- 
vances in lycopodium and Russian 
henbane as well as a material stiffen- 
ing of all other Russian goods, due to 
the closing of the port of Archangel 
for the winter, and further uplifts 
have occurred in virtually all the 
crude spices and especially in nutmegs, 

Advanced prices have also. been 
named for corn syrup, corn sugar, 
agar agar, nitrate of silver, buckthorn 
and mexereon barks, Mexican vanilla 
beans, amber oil, cassia oil, sweet oil, 
sweet fennel seed oil, juniper wood 
oil, natural mustard oil, wormseed and 
wormwood oils, American saffron 
flowers, Curacao aloes in gourds, Soco- 
trine aloes, Sumatra gum _  benzoin, 
scammony resin, digitalis leaves, 
French marjoram, which is practically 
unobtainable here; Austrian and Span- 
ish sage leaves, Alexandria senna half 
leaves, yerba santa, alkanet, whole 
althea, byronia, burdock, doggrass or 
couchgrass, elecampane, gentian, 
bleached ginger, rhatany and North- 
western senega roots, decorticated 
cardamoms, French fennel seed, and 
Dutch poppy seed. 

Concessions and outright reductions 
have been made in the prices asked 
for dragon’s blood in reeds, silver 
gelatine, small flake manna, _ san- 
tonine, henna, savory and thyme 
leaves, Mexican sarsaparilla root and 
celery seed.

As there has been no noticeable im- 


provement in the demand for this 
basic narcotic from domestic consum- 
ers Within the week and the takings 


of foreign consumers in the derivatives 
have not been especially large of late, 
there has been no further reflection in 
the prices named for this gum of the 
shutting off of all shipments of the 
goods from Turkey and Macedonia, in 
consequence of the siege of Constanti- 
nople and the invasion of Macedonia 
by the Bulgarian forces. Latest re- 
ports from Macedonia state that the 
invasion of that territory and neigh- 
boring producing regions by the Bul- 
garians has prevented the usual fall 
sowings in these territories in addition 
to holding up all shipments. The out- 
look for the 1916 crop is therefore re- 
garded as rather poor. New York im- 
porters and other handlers of the gum 
have continued to maintain their 
stocks at $11 per pound for druggists’ 
quality in cases, and at $12.25 and $12.50 
for the powdered and granular grades, 
respectively. 
MORPHINE, 

Foreign buying of this opium de- 
rivative has not been as active within 
the week as in several previous weeks, 
and domestic consumers have bought 
only sparingly. Domestic manufactur- 
ers, however, are still holding their 
output firmly on a bulk basis of $5.50 
per ounce for the muriate and sul- 
phate forms, in five-ounce cans, while 
quoting acetate and alkaloid descrip- 
tions at $6.95 in ounce containers, in 
lots of twenty-five ounces, in one de- 
livery. 

CODEINE. 

Domestic makers are still holding 
their products strongly on a bulk basis 
of $6.35 per ounce for the phosphate, 
$6.75 for the sulphate, $7.50 for the 
nitrate and $8.40 for the alkaloid 
forms, in one-ounce vials, in lots of 
ten ounces, in one delivery.

on order for reasonably prompt deliv- 
eries are still being limited to propor- 
tions commensurate with former pur- 
chases by these consumers, there has 
been further material relief from the 
hitherto existing shortage of the salts 
within the week and, as most of the 
leading consumers are among the 
favored customers of these manufac- 
turers, the calls made upon the second 
hands have diminished and these sell- 
ers have experienced more difficulty 
than hitherto in marketing their ‘‘out- 
side” lots.

ACETONE.—In sympathy with 
recent further uplift of the cost of ace- 
tate of lime and other wood distillates, 
manufacturers of this product have 
raised their prices 4c, further to a min- 
imum of 35c. in cz arload lots, and to 40c. 
in drums lots. 

AGAR AGAR.—Although more lib- 
eral supplies of low grade Japanese 
gelatine are now available here, and 
are therefore being offered at slightly 
easier figures, there is still a pro- 
nounced scarcity of the high quality 
goods, and local importers are now 
asking 58c. for the No. 1 description, 
while quoting the No. 2 variety at 50@ 
55c. The No. 3 grade is generally being 
offered at 43@45c. 

ALCOHOL.—Increasing purchases of 
both wood or methyl and denatured 
grades, and a consequent lowering of 
supplies and forward contracting for 
the output of domestic distillers have 
combined with advancing costs of pro- 
duction to bring about advances of 5c.

Even on a 
4 per cent. risk the advantage in 
the rate of exchange is offset by about 
1 per cent. on Calcutta shipments, but 
on shipments from London, where the 
war risk would probably not exceed 1 
per cent., exchange would work out to 
importers’ interest. Even on the actual 
selling terms London is regarded as a 
more favorable basis for immediate 
shipment and an advantage to which 
much consideration is attached is the 
assurance of fairly reliable shipment, 
whereas Calcutta has the benefit of an 
option allowing sixty days’ delay. The 
estimated quantity of shellac on the 
Langton Hall, which has been lost in 
the Mediterranean, as previously noted, 
is believed to be too low, the late views 
placing the amount at between 2,000 and 
2,500 packages. The damaged Lincoln- 
shire is now said to have had about 7,000 
packages, but no definite news of the 
condition has been received. The Lord 
Cromer, which was previously reported 
lost, is said to have reached Algiers 
safely on December 5. Calcutta has been 
higher by about \c. for January-March 


shipment, with limited offers in evi- 
dence. Our London correspondent 
cabled the closing basis as 79c. for 


spot T. N. and 82s. for March, repre- 
senting advances of 4s. in both posi- 
tions. The spot quotation works out 
the equivalent of about 16.65c. on the 
basis of $4.72 exchange, or materially 
below the Calcutta parity.

The position of soda ash continues 
very firm and the entire soda situation 
reflects the strength of this great basic 
material. Caustic soda is firmly sus- 
tained at the late advance and so is 
bicarbonate of soda. Sal soda has made 
an advance from 65c. to 75c. per hun- 
éred pounds. Bleaching powder is very 
scarce on spot on account of the sold 
out production of domestic output. The 
acids are holding firm at lately ad- 
vanced figures. Nitric acid is in very 
limited supply with prices nominal. 
Tartaric acid is strong with offerings 
light. The prohibition of exports from 
France is looked upon as a strengthen- 
ing feature. Oxalic acid is scarce, with 
sellers naming former quotations for 
spot offerings. Makers have withdrawn 
prices for chlorate of soda and the mar- 
ket is again under the control of sec- 
ond hands. The contract price of 
chlorate of potash has been advanced 
5c. per pound. Carbonate of potash is 
scarce on spot for all grades. There is 
at least one seller of future contracts on 
the market at present. Caustic potash 
is steady at the lately established ad- 
vance. Manufacturers of copper sul- 
phate are not offering car lots, and job- 
bers are asking big premiums on small 
spot lots. Sulphide of soda is higher. 
with second hands’ offering small 
quantities at 5%c. for 60 per cent. con- 
centrated. Sulphate of alumina is hold- 
ing the advance, and ammonia alum Is 
steady at former quotations. Potash 
alum is only offered by jobbers and the 
market is in a nominal condition. 
Acetate of lead has been advanced one 
cent per pound for all varieties. Ad- 
vices from Holland note a quiet chemi- 
cal market with little feature to trading. 
Caustic potash of high degree as well as 
soda ash and caustic soda are badly 
wanted. Below is a detailed market re- 
port of the principal items of chemical 
interest also a Summary of the London 
and Liverpool chemical markets, to- 
gether with a price list of chemicals in 
Holland. 


HEAVY CHEMICALS, 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The in- 
terval has occasioned no appreciable 
change in conditions governing this 
market. The undertone is steady and 
demand is sufficiently active to prevent 
any accumulation of supplies. Dealers 
quote car lots at 1.20c. for bulk and 
1.30c. for kegs, f. o. b. works. A pre- 
mium of 1-5c. is exacted on all deliv- 
eries in this territory, less the usual dis- 
ceunt terms. 


BLEACHING POWDER.—Spot offer- 
ings have not increased since our last 
report and the market is in very limited 
supply, with prices firmly held by sec- 
ond hands. At the close, the general 
asking price was 7%4,@8c. per pound, 
but in some quarters it was intimated 
that the inside figure could be shaded 
on actual business. 


CAUSTIC SODA.—Sales for prompt 
delivery are reported at 5%4c. per pound 
fer 76 per cent. Heavy shipments are 
noted against standing contracts, and 
the market in general maintains its 
former strong position. Shipments for 
delivery over next year are held at 4%c. 
and up on the basis of 60 per cent., with 
relatively little stock offered. 


SAL SODA.—The long expected ad- 
vance in prices for this item has taken 
place and it is intimated in several quar- 
ters that a future upward revision is 
probable. The enhanced value of soda 
ash is the primary factor making for 
strength in carbonate. Sellers name 
75c. and up, in barrels, f. o. b. shipping 
point, less the usual discount terms. 


SODA ASH.—The firm conditions noted 
in this market in our previous report 
have continued during the interval. 
Domestic output is heavily sold over 
this and next year, and there is a pro- 
nounced scarcity of additional offerings, 
either for prompt or future shipments. 
Single car lots of 58 per cent. are held 
at $2@2.25 per hundred pounds. Large 
contracts of light 58 per cent. are 
quoted at $1.75@2 per 100 pounds, basis 
of 48 per cent., in bags; $1.85, basis of 
48 per cent., in barrels, carload lots, f. 
o. b. makers’ works. The 48 per cent. 
test is quoted at $1.85@2.10 per 100 
pounds in bags, carload lots, f. 0. b. 
makers’ works. Less than carload lots 
are quoted at 10c. per 100 pounds, basis 
of 48 per cent., over carload quotations. 


ACIDS. 


ACETIC.—This acid remains in limited 
supply and the tone of the market is 
firm. Makers have sold their output for 
some time ahead, and many buyers are 
required to pay from % to le. per 
pound over contract prices for 28 per 
cent. At the close, dealers quoted con- 
tracts at 3%@4'éc. for 28 per cent., the 
inside figure being named for carlots. 
The 56 per cent. test is held at 9@10c. 
per pound, and 80 per cent., 144%@15c. 
per pound. The glacial 99% per cent. 
variety is held nominally at 35c. 
peund in barrels. 

MURIATIC.—The sold-up condition of 
the market is reflected in the firm ten- 
dency of values and additional offerings 
are commanding top figures for any- 
thing like nearby shipments. The mar- 
ket is quoted on the basis of 1%@2c for 
18 degrees in carboys, the inside figure 
being for round lots. 

NITRIC.—Conditions are not favorable 
to buyers in this market and there con- 
tinues to be a pronounced scarcity of 
additional spot offerings for nearby 
shipments. The market is quoted nomi- 
nally on the basis of 64@6'%4c. for 36 
degrees, while other grades are being 
quoted proportionately higher, accord- 
ing to strength. 

OXALIC.—Second hands are in con- 
trol of small offerings of this and are 
asking 50c per pound for immediate 
shipment. Local supplies are relatively 
small and no replenishment is expected 
for some time to come. 

SULPHURIC.—There is a moderate 
increase in, the amount of stock offer- 
ing for future shipment, but spot and 
nearby stuff is scarce and is command- 
ing top prices. Contract deliveries are 
very heavy. Quotations on spot are 
nominal; 60 degrees is quoted 1@14c; 
66 degrees is quoted 1%@2%c.; battery 
acid in carboys, 14%@2%c., and oleum 
at 2@2%c., in drums and tank cars. 
Contract shipments are quoted $27@35 
per ton in tanks for 60 degrees, accord- 
ing to quantity and time of delivery. 
Contracts for 66 degrees $45@50 per ton 
for prompt, $37 per ton for first half 
of next year and $40 per ton over the 
year in tank cars Southern points. 
Smaller quantities in carboys command 
premiums according to size. 

TARTARIC.—The embargo placed by 
France on exports of this and argols 
has created a firmer tone to this market 
and spot offerings are exceedingly 
searce. Jobbers are asking 51@52c. on 
spot, while large dealers quote 49c. 
for powdered and 50c. for crystals. 
Cream of tartar is held at 36c. a pound 
on spot. 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The contract 
price remains unchanged at 5@5.10c. a 
pound. An active inquiry is reported 
and a heavy movement is noted against 
outstanding contracts, 

ALUM.—Demand is reported active 
and the market maintains a steady 
tendency. There is a continued scarcity 
of the potash grades on account of the 
difficulty experienced in securing basic 
material. Sellers quote the ammonia 
varieties at 41%4c. for lump, 4%c. for 
ground. Sulphate of alumina is held at 
2@2'%c. for high grade and 1%c. for 
low grade. 

ARSENIC.—There is relatively little 
interest manifested in this market at 
the present time. Sellers quote 3%@4c. 
per pound for immediate shipment, but 
it is still intimated that 3%c. can be 
done on a firm offer for a round quan- 
tity. There is no red arsenic obtain- 
able. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—The sold up condi- 
tion of this market, combined with the 
high prices for copper metal, has accen- 
tuated the strength in sulphate. Makers 
are not eager to accept car lot business 
and second hands are demanding as 
high as 104%@10%c. per pound. for ad- 
ditional spot offerings. Contract ship- 
ments are reported heavy. 

BRIMSTONE.—A_ steady movement 
into miscellaneous industrious channels 
is reported and prices are maintained 
with a steady degree of regularity. 
Sellers quote $22 a long ton for New 
York delivery and $22.50 for Baltimore. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—There 
continues to be a pronounced scarcity 
of the different grades of the chemical 
available for domestic use and spot 
prices are firmly sustained. Dealers 
quote calcined, 80@85 per cent., 40c.; 
96@98 per cent., 40c.; hydrated, 80@85 
per cent., 40c. Contracts for 88@90 per 
cent. are offered at 32c. per pound. 
CAUSTIC POTASH.—Sellers are quot- 
ing the market firm at the late advance. 
Second hands are in, control of the mar- 
ket, and these interests are naming 60c. 
per pound on spot for 90 per cent. test. 
It is stated that domestic producers are 
not in a position to offer additional 
quantities at present.

important development in 
the market for dye materials this 
week was the announcement that 

Great Britain had placed an embargo 
on shipments of logwood from Ja- 
maica. The embargo became effective 
immediately, and it is stated that one 
boat already loaded and ready to sail 
was detained and forced to unload the 
logwood. This material has been in 
strong demand ever since the impor- 
tation of aniline dyes from Germany 
was stopped. While there are other 
countries from which we can _ se- 
cure logwood, the quality is not 
so good or there are difficulties 
in in the way of shipping, which 
means that the embargo on Ja- 
maica logwood will be severely felt. 
Just how badly logwood is needed 
may be seen from the fact that repre- 
sentatives from the silk trade have 
gone to Washington to urge that steps 
be taken by the Government to have 
England remove this embargo. The 
National Association of Cotton Manu- 
facturers also is said to have lodged 
a protest with the State Department. 
In the meantime, logwood is scarce 
and the prices are held at very high 
levels. Most of the other dye ma- 
terials are firm in price and the ten- 
dency of values is upwards. Muriate 
of potash is strong, and this affects 
all the potash compounds. 

Bichromate of potash and prussiate 
of potash show advances during the 
week. The soda compounds likewise 
are affected by higher costs for basic 
materials. Gambier has been in bet- 
ter supply, owing to receipts from 
abroad, but offerings are still limited 
and values holding steady. Demand 
for the various wood and vegetable 
extracts is unabated, with producers 
pretty well sold up on all selections. 
There are no offerings of myrabo- 
lanes on spot, and recent arrivals are 
reported to have gone direct to con- 
sumers. Spelter has eased off in price, 
but zinc dust is rather steady, as first 
hands are able to offer but little. De- 
tailed reports on the separate items 
of the local market follow: 

ACETATE OF SODA.—Market quo- 
tations for acetate of soda are hold- 
ing steady, and are expected to do so 
as long as producing costs are held 
up by firmness in important raw ma- 
terials. There is some difference in 
prices for acetate of soda according 
to seller, but the best figure heard at 
the end of the week was 8%c. per 
pound, and 9c. was the figure of some 
sellers. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—It is 
difficult to find any offers of imported 
grades of aniline oil, and sellers who 
were offering recently are now out of 
the market. Hence imported aniline 
oil is merely nominal in price. Do- 
mestic grades of aniline oil are sub- 
ject to private terms, as reports are 
heard that sales have been made at 
90c. per pound. The quotation ranges 
up to $1.10 per pound. Aniline salts 
are practically out of the market, and 
there is no free quotation. 

BICHROMATES. Bichromate of 
potash has advanced sharply in price, 
and sellers were quoting 40c per Ib. in 
the latter part of the week. The situa- 
tion in muriate of potash is given as 
the reason for the firmness in bichro- 
mate. Bichromate of soda at times was 
offered by dealers under the figure 
quoted by manufacturers. The latter 
held 20c. per lb. as an inside price, and 
in some cases were asking 22c. per Ib. 
at the close of the week. Contracts 
over the first half of next year are 
offered. at 18c. per lb. and over all of 
next year at l6c. per Ib. 

CUTCH. The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all parts from Janu- 
ary 1 to October 18 were 2,322 tons, 
against 2,438 tons in 1914, and 2,250 tons 
in 1913. There is a good inquiry for 
cutch in the local market, with prices 
well maintained. Values vary accord- 
ing to grade, and 13@20c. per pound is 
quoted. 

DEXTRINE. 
points on all grades L 
reported this week. Demand 1s good, 
and while production is said to be 
fairly large, demand is proportionately 
good, and sellers are finding a good 
outlet for their offerings. The sched- 
ule of prices is as follows:—Dextrine,, 
$2.95 in bags, $3.01 in barrels; special 
dark canary dextrine, $3 in bags, $3.11 
in barrels; British gum, $3.15 in bags, 
$3.26 in barrels; Amidex, $3.15 in bags. 
These prices are per 100 pounds in car 
lots f. o. b. New York. 

GAMBIER.—A report on the London 
market says that gambier has ad- 
vaneed 1s. to arrive, sales of good 
marks per December-January having 
been made at 6d. Cubes are also 
dearer to the extent of 2s. me. 3 
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being quoted at 52s., while business has 
been effected in No. 2 for shipment to 
New York at 49s. per ewt. c. i. f. terms. 

Some gambier reached the local mar- 
ket during the week, coming from Eng- 
lish ports. The amounts were not 
large, however, and offerings on spot 
are still limited. Prices are quoted at 
1l7c, per pound, and while there were 
reports of offers to arrive at 14c. per 
pound, most sellers were asking 15c. 
per pound. Futures are uncertain, and 
quotations are said to be subject to un- 
certain dates for delivery, which makes 
futures little better than nominal. De- 
mand for gambier is reported from the 
leather and textile trades. 

INDIGO.—Imports of indigo were 
noted this week and included natural 
and artificial grades. The latter came 
from China. Different reports are 
heard about artificial indigo, which hag 
come in from China in recent months. 
Some reports say that this is German 
goods in the original packages, but in 
some cases it is stated that buyers 
have found the material of very in- 
ferior grade when delivered to them. 
Prices for artificial indigo are given at 
$1.20@1.30 per pound for 20 per cent. 
Some importers of natural indigo say 
they are not keeping a spot supply 
owing to the high prices, but are doing 
business on a shipment basis and are 
delivering the material as fast as it 
arrives. Prices for natural indigo vary 
according to grades, with quotations at 
$1.75@5 per pound. 

MYRABOLANES. Mail advices 
from Calcutta say that a fair quantity 
has been passed out of the Customs 
for the United Kingdom and America. 
Local and country demand is compar- 
atively small. Approximate quotations 
are Re. 1-8 to Rs. 2-8 per B. mad., 
weight, loose, according to quality for 
near delivery. The latter prices are 
quoted nominally for picked heavy 
rough yellow nuts, supplies of which 
are very small, as is usual at this 
period of the season. 

Some myrabolanes came in 
week on the steamer Keelung 
Calcutta, but were said to be 
sold ahead, and spot offerings are at 
a minimum. There is also some un- 
certainty about shipments and some 
sellers are not quoting. Values are 
holding, however, around $38@40 per 
ton. 

PRUSSIATES.—Red  prussiates 
potash continues to be nominal with 
practically no stocks available. Nom- 
inal quotations of $5 per pound were 
heard, but inquiry in. different sources 
brings to light no actual offer. Yellow 
prussiate of potash also is offered spar- 
ingly, and some of the prominent first 
hands have ceased quoting openly. 
Second hands are offering limited 
amounts and are quoting 90@92c. per 
pound. Prussiate of soda has changed 
but little during the week and quota- 
tions of 65@68c. per pound were heard 
this week. Offerings are very mod- 
erate, and it is easier to pick out a 
small lot than a sizeable quantity. 

SUMAC.—The market for sumac has 
been featured by an advance in prices 
during the interval. Spot material is 
now held at $65 per ton and shipments 
are quoted at $60 per ton. A _ good 
inquiry is reported for sumac extract 
and sellers are now asking 9@9\c. 
per pound. 

STARCH.—AIl grades of starch are 
strong with consuming demand reach- 
ing seasonable proportions. There was 
an advance in prices this week and 
values are now quoted at:—Pearl 
starch, $2.15 in bags, $2.26 in barrels; 
Buffalo pearl starch, $2.18 in, bags, 
$2.28 in barrels; powdered starch, $2.20 
in bags, $2.31 in barrels; corn starch, 
$2.33 in bags, $2.34 in barrels; special 
warp sizing starch, $2.25 in bags; con- 
fectioners’ T. B. starch, $2.75 in bags, 
$2.96 in barrels; finishing starch, $2.35 
in bags; crystal T. B. starch, No. 90 
fluidity, $2.85 in bags, $3.06 in barrels. 
All above prices are for 100 pounds in 
car lots f. o. b. New York. Smaller 
lots are higher accordingly. 
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Potash Mineral in Leucite Hills. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec, 10, 1915. 
Officials of the United States Geological 
Survey, in their pursuit of the matter of 
potash deposits, are calling attention to 
rocks in the vicinity of Superior, Wyo., 
in what are known as the Leucite Hills. 
Speaking of these rocks, which are said 
to be volcanic cones and lava flows, the 
officials says:—‘‘Lately they have at- 
tracted additional interest by reason of 
the potash-rich mineral, leucite, they 
contain, which may some day be utilized 
if a process can be found for extracting 
the potash cheaply. It has been esti- 
mated that the igneous rock of the 
Leucite Hills contains more than 197,- 
000,000 tons of potash.” 
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
